Mr. W. H. Palmer, Charlotte, President: 


Ladies and Gentlemen, it is a distinct pleasure and privilege 
for me to now call to order the Forty-seventh Annual Convention 
of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association. In doing so, I 
am going to ask the Reverend Father Ambrose Gallagher, pastor 
of St. Peter’s Catholic Church, of this city, to lead us in prayer. 

Rev. Father Ambrose Gallagher, St. Peter’s Catholic Church, 


Charlotte: 


Almighty and Gracious God, Our Father, with humble and 
grateful hearts we revere and venerate Thee as the Author and 
Creator of all things and the simple, the elemental, the finished, 
and the perfect products of nature, we revere as works of Thy 
hand. In this auspicious moment permit us, O Father, to thank 
Thee that Thou permitted man to discover Thy gift of fire, by 
whose use and control our efforts and our civilization have been so 
expanded and ennobled. And, since fire likewise can consume, we 
thank Thee also, Father, that Thou has given us this organized 
group of men to prevent and control that form of fire which be- 
comes a danger to life. Now, in this august assembly, we beg 
Thee to come with Thy blessing. They come, these men, to take 
counsel, to deliberate, to resolve; and we invoke Thy divine influ- 
ence upon their every effort, that upon this convention may issue 
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an enhancement of mind and a broader sentiment that will guide 
our policy of fire prevention and control. We beseech Thee that 
our city in this moment may meet its responsibility and may mete 
out due measure of courtesy and of hospitality and benevolence 
and that from this gathering of distinguished men our citizens may 
derive a new consciousness of the virtue and worth of these men of 
life and courage and vitality, men of devotion and of physical fit- 
ness. We beseech The that Thou wilt give them Thy protecting 
eare, that as they sally forth on their daily errands Thou wilt 
watch over them and bring them safely home. We pray that our 
sense of security may abide with us and that our trust in man, in 
human nature, may remain steadfast and high. In Jesus’ Name 
we ask these things, O Father. Amen. 


After a bugle solo and several selections by the band, the Na- 
tional and State flags were placed upon the platform, and the fol- 
lowing pledge to the flag was repeated in concert: 


“T pledge allegiance to the flag of the United States of Amer- 
ica and to the Republic for which it stands, one nation indivisibie, 
with liberty and justice for all.” 

“The Star Spangled Banner” was sung, and the band played 
another selection. 


President Palmer: Ladies and gentlemen, and brother fire- © 
men, it gives me great pleasure to introduce to you the Honorable 
Mayor of Charlotte, Mr. A. H. Wearn, who will deliver an address 
of welcome on behalf of the city. 


ADDRESS OF WELCOME 


Honorable A. H. Wearn, Mayor of Charlotte: 

Mr. President and members of the State Firemen’s Associa- 

tion, ladies and gentlemen, distinguished guests: 

Last night I had a dream, and it was this. I dreamed that 
Jacob was the first fireman and the first ladder was raised from 
earth to Heaven, and there were ascending on that latter firemen 
of this day and future generations. Those firemen had in their 
keeping and custody the lives of the people of these United States 
and the entire world. Not only had they in their keeping the lives 
of the men and women and children, but they also had the prop- 
erty, both real and personal, of the whole world, and I imagine 
that the first fireman was James D. McNeill. (Applause.) And as 
he pillowed his head upon that rough pillow of stone, he heard a 
fire alarm on the outside, and the whole heavens were ablaze; the 
stars and everything seemed to be glowing. Then he saw these 
noble men ascending and descending, and that fire was extin- 
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guished. But that was but the beginning of the fire departments 
in these United States of America and the entire world. 


As I look into your faces this morning, I am cheered to see 
such noble men. I would not give you all the credit, because I 
see beside you your noble wives, who share with you your sacri- 
fice in the name of humanity and in the saving of life and prop- 
erty. In the name of the eighty-five thousand citizens of Char- 
lotte, we bid you a most royal welcome and hope you will partake 
of every hospitality that will be offered you in the name of the 
City of Charlotte, and we hope that this blaze of warm hospitality 
is one that can not be put out by chemicals or water. 


I thank you. (Applause.) 


President Palmer: The next speaker I am going to introduce 
is a fellow you all know, or most all of you know, and that is Clar- 
ence Kuester, of the Chamber of Commerce, who will give us an 
address of welcome. 


ADDRESS OF WELCOME 


CG. O. Kuester, Secretary, Charlotte Chamber of Commerce: 
Mr. Mayor, Mr. President, distinguished guests, ladies and 
gentlemen: 


Many years ago a fine man walked into my office, and it was 
no other than Jim MeNeill, of Fayetteville. He was the first man 
on this earth who ever told me I belonged to North Carolina and 
not to Charlotte. He said: “I want you to come down to New Bern 
and speak to the firemen.” Well, I knew a great deal about fire- 
men, from the days when I used to run around after them when I 
was a boy, when they pulled their apparatus by hand. I went down 
to New Bern, and from that day to this I have been a fireman. 


James D. McNeill was a fine man. He put a new vision into 
me. From that day to this I have tried to live up to that vision. 
Thank God, I have never hit one of the towns of North Carolina 
above the belt. We are not jealous of you. We want to help you, 
and we want you to help us in Charlotte. 


I was over in Salisbury last year. You know, in Charlotte we 
love our fire chief. I don’t know whether you do in other towns, 
or not. But we in Charlotte love Chief Palmer, and we trust him. 
God bless him and all these fine young men in the fire department. 
So when you elected Chief Hendrix Palmer your President, I was 
very, very happy. I ran up and down the street “hollering.” Now 
today you have made me still more happy by coming to our chief’s 
town, so that we may show our great appreciation of this honor to 
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this young fireman (because that is what he is). He is a natura! 
born fireman, and he is a fine man. 


We citizens of Charlotte are going to see that you have the 
best convention you have ever had—we and my friend over there 
from Raleigh, Mr. Brockwell. When our boys went out to get the 
money for this entertainment, it was the easiest money ever raised. 
We got it so easily that we just stopped and did not go back; we 
had all we needed. You know times are not as easy as they have 
been, but this is one convention that gave us no trouble whatever. 
We want you to have a good time and enjoy yourselves while you 
are here. Call on the Chamber of Commerce and the fire depart- 
ment for anything you need. It will be your fault if you don’t 
have a good time during the next three or four days. 


Now, with your help, men, we are on the road to recovery, on 
the road to prosperity again, thank God; this fall it is going to be 
better. America is not gone. These great states, with a hundred 
and twenty-five millions of people, and extending from the Can- 
adian border down to the Gulf of Mexico, from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, are not going to the dogs; if anyone says that, he is all 
wrong. It is time now to take a chance. We have all quit taking 
chances, but now is the time to take chances again. It is up to 
you and up to me to make America finer. Thank God for America! 
Let’s go out, from this hour, unafraid of the future, unafraid of 
anything. I find full faith returning everywhere; where I don’t 
find full faith I find hope. Thank God for charity, but we have had 
too much of it. Let’s go forward again as we have been doing in 
North Carolina, under Governor Ehringhaus, who has done so well. 


I am talking too long. If you do not have a good time in 
Charlotte, it will be your fault. (Applause.) 


President Palmer: The next speaker I want to introduce to 
you has been my right-hand man since I have been chief. I have 
tried this man in all conditions, and he has been loyal; he has been 
faithful. It is a great pleasure to introduce to you Assistant 


Chief Griswold, who will address you on behalf of the Fire Depart- 
ment of Charlotte. 


ADDRESS OF WELCOME 


C. M. Griswold, Assistant Chief, Charlotte Fire Department 


Mr. President, ladies, distinguished guests, and firemen of 
North Carolina: 


The firemen of Charlotte salute you. I feel deeply sensible of 
‘ 
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the honor conferred upon me in extending to you, on behalf of the 
Charlotte Fire Department, a most enthusiastic and sincere wel- 
come to our city. 


As a member of this organization, you have a triple respon- 
sibility to fulfill at this convention. First, you must conduct the 
business affairs of the greatest association of protectors of life and 
property on earth. This you will accomplish with cool precision 
and sound judgment. Your second responsibility is to greet these 
new members that have appeared in the Association — Davidson, 
Manteo, Pinetops. Them you must take into your confidence, and 
to them you must give freely of your talents. My humble inter- 
pretation of the great men of history is that their ability lay not 
so much in their attainment of knowledge but in their ability to 
impart it. Your third responsibility is that of wholesome recrea- 
tion. .Pleasure always come last in a fireman’s life, but it is in 
pleasantry that ties of friendship are welded, that the bond of af- 
fection grows stronger; it is at our tables and over our cups that 
we really learn to know and love each other. 


Gentlemen, I beseech every member of this convention to re- 
main with us until it is brought to a complete and successful con- 


clusion. 


I need not remind you of the special entertainments so gener- 
ously provided by the business men of this city. You are invited 
as a guest, also, into every business establishment and institution 


of Charlotte. 


My one and only regret in connection with this convention is 
that we can not make it a double-header, and that the boys who 
are at home, preventing the home fires from burning, can not take 


part in it. 

Gentlemen, if there is anything you want while with us, just 
make your wishes known to any Charlotte fireman. There are many 
things: we do not profess to know, but we do realize that your 
pleasure is our responsibility. 


Firemen of North Carolina, visiting firemen, ladies, distin- 
guished guests, Mr. President, the firemen of Charlotte are proud 
to extend to you a permanent welcome to our city. (Applause.) 


President Palmer: The next speaker on the program is a man 
who needs no introduction to the firemen of this state. For the 
benefit of the Charlotte people and the people from out of the state, 
however, I want to introduce to you Frank W. Bennett, Chief of 
the Durham Fire Department and past President of the State Fire- 
‘men’s Association, who will respond to the address of welcome. 
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RESPONSE TO ADDRESS OF WELCOME 


Frank W. Bennett, Chief, Durham Fire Department 


Mr. President, Mr. Mayor, Mr. Kuester, Mr. Griswold: 

This is indeed a tough spot on this program, to respond to 
these fine addresses of welcome which we have just heard. Gen- 
tlemen, let me say to you that out there is the North Carolina 
Firemen’s Convention, composed of men from every walk of life, 
from nearly every part of this great state of ours. If there was 
one of them who was not made happy by the news that the 1934 
firemen’s convention would be held in Charlotte, I have not met 
him. While the vast majority of our membership is made up of 
volunteers, their fire activities are more than a hobby; they are 
part of their life itself. We knew that in coming to Charlotte we 
would see and have opportunity this week of being with the larg- 
est fire department in the two Carolinas and one of the first and 
best in the Southern States. Mr. Mayor, every fireman in North 
Carolina knows of your fire department and knows that in the lean 
years just past, when nearly every city in the United States used 
the knife with such vigor, Charlotte was one of the few cities in 
the United States that did not touch the fireman’s salary. (Ap- 
plause.) That is an example that every city in the United States 
might consider well, and, I might say, with reverence. 


We are glad to come here and to show our appreciation of your 
splendid fire department and pay tribute to your chief, our Presi- 
dent, a Charlotte boy who has risen to be not only chief of the two 
Carolina’s largest fire department but president of the largest fire- 
men’s association on earth. (Applause.) \ We think enough of him 
to have bestowed on him the greatest honor we can bestow. His 
record as chief of the Charlotte Fire Department has been an in- 
spiration to all of us, and had Charlotte nothing to offer except be- 


ing Hendrix Palmer’s home it would be a shrine to every fireman 
of North Carolina. (Applause.) 


To be good firemen we must be loyal North Carolinians, and 
every North Carolinian is proud of the good road system of this 
state, in which Charlotte and Mecklenburg County had large part. 
Everywhere you see a fireman’s insignia, you see somewhere on it 
an eagle, emblamatic of our undying loyalty to the United States. 
Who does not know that the First Declaration of Independence for 
this United States of ours was written in and forwarded from 
Charlotte? Who does not know of the record of the “Hornets” in 
76 and’77 ? All of us know that the very independence we enjoy 
in this great nation owes much of its being to the loyalty and grit 
of the sturdy Scotch-Irish people who settled your county and 
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founded your city. 


Every firerman in North Carolina is proud of you, and we 
who are assembled here today feel it an honor to be with you as 
your guests, partaking of your splendid hospitality, seeing your 
civic improvements, and feeling that we are welcome to take a part 
of the great spirit of North Carolina’s premier city back home with 
us. 

Mr. Mayor and other distinguished gentlemen who have ex- 
tended us welcome, we thank you; and I assure you that this visit 
will long be remembered by the firemen of the Old North State. 


President Palmer: The next man I wish to call on needs no 
introduction to this audience, at all. He will introduce the next 
speaker. Mr. Sherwood Brockwell. (Applause.) 


Mr. Sherwood Brockwell, Raleigh. Mr. President, please par- 
don me just a moment..I am very proud of my boy Frank Bennett. 
I knew he was an orator and a singer, but I did not know he was a 
poet. 

The next task I have is to introduce to you a speaker, a real 
speaker. While Mayor Wearn did wonderfully well, while Clar- 
ence Kuester came back with that force we all know, while Chief 
Griswold got up here and went high into oratorical realms, “you 
ain’t heard nothing yet.” It is with great pleasure that I present 
to you Dr. Frazer, President of Queens-Chicora College, Charlotte, 
a real orator. But the reason he is up here this morning is be- 
cause Hendrix Palmer said he is the only man he had ever seen who 
could tell a better negro story than your humble servant. (Ap- 


plause.) 


ADDRESS 


Dr. W. H. Frazer, President, Queens-Chicora College, Charlotte 


Mr. President, Father Gallagher, Mayor Wearn, Mr. Kuester, 
Assistant Chief Griswold, Chief Bennett, members of the Charlotte 
Fire Department, distinguished visitors, ladies and gentlemen: 


You know, I think that is the greatest introduction I have ever 
had in all my life. It is so far beyond what I expected that I am 
going to tell you my feeling in regard to it in a little negro dialect. 
Uncle Rufus said he had a nose that would smell ham boiling 
in a pot a half mile away, and Uncle Rufus could never resist that 
smell. He was passing down the street one day when he smelled a 
piece of ham boiling in a pot. He looked all round to see if any- 
body was noticing him, and he slipped into the cabin and grabbed 
the ham from out the pot. He shook the water off it, stuck it 
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under his coat, and started home. He had not gone far when he 
met a little boy. The boy said: “Uncle Rufus, you said you were 
going to hear the preacher before he leaves.” “Yes, Rastus,” said 
Uncle Rufus, “but it’s unconvenyent for me to go today.” “Well, 
if you’re gwine to keep yore word you'll have to go today, ’case 
this is the las’ day he’s a-gwine to preach.” “Well, I'll go stand at 
the do’ and listen to him,” said Uncle Rufus. So he went and stood 
just inside the door of the church, and there he was when they 
came down with the collection plate. One of the elders said to 
him, “Brother Rufus, what are you doin’ own here at the door with 
this little Rastus Jones? You'll get yourself scandalized in the 
community.” So Uncle Rufus went up and sat down near the 
front. Well, the preacher was well on in the sermon, and he pro- 
ceeded to make the application and then the invitation. He said, 
“Come on up, brothers and sisters, and get the sin out of your 
bosom,” and the sisters and brothers began to march up and give 
him their hand, and the choir struck up the old familiar chant, “I’m 
Marching On Up to Heaven.” The preacher said: “Come on, Broth- 
er Rufus, come on and get the sin out of your bosom, so the gates 
of Heaven can turn on their hinges and the army of the Lord can 
go marching up to glory; come on, brother, come on.” And finally 
Uncle Rufus could stand it no longer, and he reached in his bosom 
and took out the ham, and he said: “Here, take it; I never heard 
no such talk about a little piece of meat in my life.” (Laughter; 
applause). 


Now, your Honorable Mayor had that ladder going in the 
wrong direction if he was looking for fire (laughter), because I 
have heard of another dream. Hendrix Palmer had been listening 
to me exhort a little bit, and perhaps, Father Gallagher, and his 
own pastor; and one night he dreamed he went up to Heaven. St. 
Peter met him at the gate and said: “What is your name? “Hen- 
drix Palmer.” ‘What is your business?” “Fighting fire.” “Well, 
you are in the wrong place, brother; go down there.” And St. Peter 
pointed to the lower regions. (Laughter.) 


Clarence Kuester said he would kill me if I told any story on 
him, but, you -know 


“Truth, crushed to earth, shall rise again; 
The eternal years of God are hers; 

But error, wounded, writhes in pain 
And dies amid his worshippers.” 


Clarence did not start out as the Secretary of a chamber of 
commerce. He started out as a country boy, and his first job was 
as a clerk in a country store; he was clerking in the days before 
the automobile. One day a young lady came up in a carriage, and 
she alighted and went into the store. The proprietor was up near 
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the front, and she said to him: “Mr. Black, I want a pair of silk 
stockings, and I want to put them on right now, because I’ve got- 
ten mud on these I am wearing.” “All right, Miss Alice,” said the 
proprietor, “TI’ll get you the stockings, but we don’t have a dress- 
ing room in the store; this is just a country store. But go behind 
the counter there and change them; there’s nobody in here but 
Clarence and me, and I will keep Clarence away.” So he went 
back where Clarence was, and he said: “Now, Clarence, the daugh- 
ter of our richest customer is there back of the counter putting on 
a pair of silk hose, and I don’t want you to go over there. Don’t 
even look over there; if you do, you will lose your job.” Well, 
when Clarence lost his job he became secretary of the chamber of 
commerce. (Laughter.) 


Now, I am reminded of another dream of Hendrix Palmer’s. 
Hendrix has been telling some wonderful stories about fires, about 
great conflagrations when the very heavens themselves were blind- 
ed from view by the swishing, devouring tongues of fire. Hendrix 
was telling several of these stories to a group of men one day. 
After he had heard several, one of them stuck out his tongue and 
walked off. Someone said: “Who was that old fellow that walked 
off?” “Why, that was the devil.” He had seen some fires that 
Hendrix hadn’t. (Laughter). 


I am very happy, gentlemen, to accept the invitation of your 
distinguished President to make you an address (so-called) this 
morning. I am going to speak to you as one of the indispensable 
organizations of any town or city of this day or time. I say this 
because the fireman has a place, social and economic, in the life of 
any community. The work of the fireman is of such a nature that 
it challenges the very noblest and the very highest and the very 
best that is in man. There is no piace in your organization for a 
weakling or a coward. There is a challenge every day and often 
every minute; his life offers possibilities for the very finest exhi- 
bition of physical strength, sometimes for the doing and daring of 
the apparently physical impossibility. There are physical feats to 
be performed; there are physical energies to be invested; there are 
great challenging tasks, with the chances of destruction of prop- 
erty and even of life dependent upon them. They call for men who 
are not physical weaklings, who are capable of summoning the re- 
sources of a real physical manhood with a call for giant strength; 
but back of that (for giant strength would be useless without it) 
is that call for a courage that is undaunted, that call for a deter- 
mination that falters not in the presence of any threatening dan- 
ger or any physical barrier; and no weakling, physically, volition- 
ally, mentally, or morally, has place in the ranks of the firemen. 
He is called on to do things that demand the highest and best of 
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manhood. I don’t know whether these firemen of the City of 
Charlotte know it or not, but I never pass one of our fire stations 
without looking to see and to gloat over the exemplification of man- 
hood. I never go to my bed at night without asking God’s protec- 
tion on this honorable country, without asking God’s blessing on 
the men who go about this city, who are watchmen, to protect life 
and restrain crime, and likewise on those who are watchmen in a 
very peculiar sense, who watch over life and property while the 
freeholder is asleep, unconscious of the dangerous that lurk about 
him. We have something, ladies and gentlemen, that we can be 
proud of. 


I want to speak something this morning of some of the specific 
spheres in which we find this department of our civil organization 
so useful. First I shall speak of the social benefits. When I speak 
of “social benefits,” I am thinking of the dispelling of fear, or anx- 
iety, of distress of spirit, that take away the very fire and the very 
energy of the individual. I can leave a million dollars’ worth of 
property this morning and come to this convention. I can go, as I 
expect to go tonight, to the City of Washington on business, real- 
izing that there is an adequate force not only equipped with the 
implements of fire fighting but also with the intellectual acumen 
and the physical ability to take much better care of the properties 
of which I am custodian than could I or could the force of servants 
associated with the institution. There is a dispelling of all fear, 
of all distress of spirit, of all anxiety of mind. I know that, while 
I am praying for your chief and for his noble men, and then when 
I turn my head upon my pillow for the rest of the night, his mind 
and his purpose, and their minds and their purposes, include 
Queens-Chicora College, with its hundreds of sleeping young wom- 
en, with its practically million dollars’ worth of property, with its 
vast scope; and it drives every anxiety and every fear out of my 
mind. I am in the scope of their watching and their keeping, and 
sometimes sooner than the appearance of myself on the scene I 
find these men already in action, showing a superior power and a 
superior ability than I myself could possibly have. 


But not only is there the social benefit of giving a sense of 
security, of relieving the mind of anxiety and of distress; but there 
is an economic benefit which is bestowed by virtue of the presence 
of a fire-fighting and a fire-preventive organization in any city. I 
am thinking, first of all, of that positive economic contribution to 
the city or town in which such an organization is in existence in 
the actual prevention of the death of people and in the actual pre- 
vention of the destruction of property. I would that I could unroll 
before you this morning the scroll that would represent the figures 
of saved lives, of saved properties, in the State of North Carolina 
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during the past twelve months. It mounts up into the millions of 
dollars; it mounts up into the scores of people whose lives have 
been continued and whose properties have not been destroyed be- 
cause you came between the maddening rushing, wild, uncontrolled 
element of nature—fire—and that which was desirable and helpful 
to human nature. There is a positive saving of properties and 
values and, greater than and better than all else, of human life 
and of human relationship in the family, in the social order and in 
the economic order. 


But there is another phase still than the social or the economic 
benefit to the people of North Carolina, and I am thinking of those 
benefits that come from the reductions of insurance rates. If you 
were not in existence, I should not have very much chance to have 
a reasonable insurance rate for the protection of my property... In 
the location of fire plugs, and with the assurance that there is be- 
hind us an efficient and competent fire department, we wrote down, 
in the institution over which I have the honor to preside, a great 
amount of saving in insurance premiums during the year; for the 
insurance companies realize this—-we are not assuming nearly so 
much risk, because our insurance, our protection, is being under- 
written by the presence of and by the skill of and by the activity 
of the men in the fire organization of our community. 


So, when you begin to bring up the value which you are con- 
tributing to the community, go into the home that is unbroken; 
think how a member or two or more or ali of a family might, but 
for the intervention of the agile firemen, have been swept into the 
destroying maw of a great conflagration. Think how hundreds of 
thousands and even millions of dollars’ worth of property might 
have been mowed down and your community made poorer. Think 
how you saved to a man his little home, his big business enter- 
prise, the buildings necessary for all the community. 


There are just a few things I want to say about the fireman. In 
the first place, he is entitled to every bit of the salary that he gets 
—-and more, too. When he puts his life upon the altar and says 
his life comes between your life and destruction, when he hazards 
his life for the protection of your property, even, which is meas- 
ured in dollars and cents, you can not be too lavish in the reward 
of the faithful and the watchful man whose eye is over and whose 
soul is behind his attitude toward the protection of life and prop- 
erty. And I was delighted to hear the statement this morning 
that we had not had to reduce the pay of our firemen. 


Another thing; I think, in addition to sufficient pay, the fire- 
men are entitled to sufficient time for recreation, for association 
with their wives and children and sweethearts. I, believe there 
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ought to be given them sufficient time, sufficient leave of absence, 
to keep them in contact with the interests of the community, With 
the social movements to which their wives and children and other 
members of their families belong. I do not like the idea of incar- 
ceratinge the fireman in the fire headquarters. It savors too much 
of that which was complained of by the little child whose father 
to leave before daylight and returned after dark. The father felt 
compelled one Sunday to correct the little girl, and slapped her; 
and she ran to her mother and said: “Mama, that man who comes 
here every Sunday slapped me.” The firemen have the inalienable 
right to every relationship that constitutes our society. They be- 
long to the churches; they belong to the organizations of the city; 
they belong to all the social and moral and religious influences and 
associations that we have. 


There is another thing that they are entitled to, as well as 
good pay and good time for being off; they are entitled to have a 
home in the fire headquarters. Now, I was for twelve years chap- 
lain of a fire department. My friend Hendrix Palmer did not know 
that, but I was. I quit because I got mad; they went out on me 
one day. I was preaching to them one Sunday afternoon when 
suddenly I heard a horse snort and saw one fellow go down the 
pole, and then another. They all went, and I followed them; I 
thought maybe they were going out to take a drink on me. (Laugh- 
ter.) At that time I saw their living quarters. I think they ought 
to have such quarters as they can show with pride to their wives 
and friends. 


Our firemen are the greatest Santa Clauses in North Carolina. 
They repair hundreds of toys and send them out to the homes of 
the city. But while they are doing that, I plead for them to have 
that which represents life, which represents home, which repre- 
sents association. A vase of flowers would not be effeminate. That 
which represents the woman’s touch would not be out of place. 
They ought to have the very best and most wholesome surround- 
ings that could be put around about them. 


Now, the final thing that they are entitled to must come out 
from themselves. They are entitled to be considered (and I am 
sure these are) A number One citizens. We say: “He is a fireman; 
he is a street car conductor; he is a preacher.” I am a preacher, 
but I am a citizen and a taxpayer as well; I am a voter. I am go- 
ing to make my vote and influence felt. I appeal to you to make 
yourselves respected by the people of the community in which you 
live. Let no man, because you wear a policeman’s uniform or a 
preacher’s garb, say you are just a fireman or a policeman or a 
preacher. In the old days the high priest wore a garment of holi- 
ness unto the Lord and ministered at the altar and placed the sac- 
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rifice thereon as the holy representative of God offering up the 
worship of the people. In your day and mine we are all priests in 
the great temple of the social order. We may have written upon 
our brows: “Holiness unto the Lord”; and, whether fighting with 
the hose or climbing the ladder, or writing or speaking, or what- 
ever the work in which we are engaged, we may be at God’s altar 
ministering unto Him as we are ministering unto the welfare of 
mankind and the welfare of the social and economic order in which 
we live. (Applause). 


President Palmer: We thank you, Dr. Frazer. 


Some time ago I visited the town of Graham, North Carolina, 
where your Vice-President lives, and he showed me a song for 
which he had written the words and had the music set up for it. I 
persuaded him to let me have it and I would bring it down to Char- 
lotte and see if the Firemen’s Glee Club could sing it. So Dr. Long 
sent me this music, and I am going to ask the Firemen’s Glee Club 
to try to sing this song for you. 


The Firemen’s Glee Club then sang “To The North Carolina 
Firemen,” by Dr. Will S. Long. 


TO THE NORTH CAROLINA FIREMEN. 


All make way for the fire boys, when you hear the siren blow. 

They’ll be coming with the fire truck, swiftly down the street they 
go. 

You must turn out to the siding, keep well out of the way, 

For they must save your homes and families every day. 


Chorus 
Hail, Hail, to the fire lads, they always serve you well; 
They never fear nor falter and face death, who can tell. 
Ready for all kinds of weather, they work with all their might. 
They always pull together and try to win the fight. 


President Palmer: At this time the Secretary has something 


he wishes to say to you. (Applause.) 


Secretary John L. Miller: I want to confess to you that this 
is a part of the program, that we propose to put on now, that some 
of the Program Committee know nothing about. 


I have a most unusual and regretable duty to perform. There 
is in our midst (or perhaps it would be more appropriate to say — 
there will be in our midst in a few moments) a desperate charac- 
ter. Before exposing this man I wish to say that he is just as 
innocent. of what is about to occur to him as you are. If he had 
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the slightest idea of what is about to take place, he would no doubt 
be elsewhere. 


I have known and loved this man for years. When I received 
this indictment of him, it shocked me to the very depths of my soul. 
I was torn with a thousand conflicting emotions. But, knowing the 
sterling qualities of the gentlemen who found it necessary to write 
this indictment of their own brother and chief, my duty is clear. I 
shall read this indictment to you gentlemen just as I received it. 
But before this is done, with your permission, I want to ask our 
President to vacate the chair as President of this Association; and 
place in the chair the First Vice-President of this Association, 
Chief Long. 


Dr. Will S. Long, of Graham, First Vice-President, assumed 
the chair. 


Secretary Miller then read an indictment, “Members of the 
Charlotte (North Carolina) Fire Department versus William Hen- 
drix Palmer, Chief.’ 


Charge 1. Committing forceable entry into Charlotte Fire De- 
partment in 1903. 

Charge 2. Has served time in every capacity in said department 
with “distinction.” 

Charge 38. With reckless disregard for his own personal safety 
he has effected many daring rescues, directing others 
with the cool precision of an efficient Fire Chief. 

Charge 4. Too conscientious. On one occasion after directing the 
evacuation of a burning hospital of all occupants, in- 
cluding a score of unconscious persons, he did wilfully 
and maliciously with malice of forethought—put the 
fire out. 

Charge 5. Lack of ambition. Prior to becoming Chief of the 
Charlotte Fire Department, he did most ungraciously 
refuse that position half a dozen times. 

Charge 6. Agitator. Takes undue interest in worthy civic en- 
terprises. 

Charge 7. Afflicted with hallucination. Imagines himself Santa 
Claus. Six years ago he inaugurated, and has per- 
petrated a Christmas Tree for the underprivileged 
children of Charlotte. Thereby drying the eyes of many 
mothers and thrilling the hearts of many children with 
joy. 

Charge 8. Nuisance. Organized a Glee Club to disturb the slum- 
bers of respectable citizens on Christmas Eve and Eas- 
ter morning, and to annoy Firemen in Convention. 

Charge 9. Obstructing politicians. Worked untiringly to bring 
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about the passage of the Civil Service Laws, protect- 
ing the Charlotte Firemen, thereby causing the Ward- 
Heeling politicians much humiliation and displeasure. 

Charge 10. Lack of social qualification. Persists in associating 
with Buck Privates, Rookies. 

Charge 11. Doubtful veracity. While not charge with outright 
lying, it is a known fact that he has withheld evidence 
that would have deprived firemen of their jobs. In a 
weak effort to justify these acts he declares he don’t 
give a damn about the man but is afraid the babies 
will get hungry (slight pause) in several cases these 
firemen were not even married. 

Charge 12. Partial desertion. Not satisfied with creating local 
disturbances, he has, with the audacity of “Pretty Boy 
Floyd,” slipped through our clutches and inveigled the 
firemen of North Carolina into electing him President 
of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, the 
greatest association on earth. Greatest by reason of 
the fact that it is composed of men who are not afraid 
to live, but who are willing to die, that others may live. 

Charge 13. Menace to State Association. Since assuming the ex- 
alted position of President of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association, William Hendrix Palmer has 
been running true to form. He is charged with invit- 
ing you gentlemen to Charlotte for the express pur- 
pose of having a good time, to become your personal 
buddy and the best friend you ever had, to lie for you 
if necessary. Whether you are married or single. He 
hopes to have you here often in the future. 
Demands of The Charlotte Fire Department 


These charges are prepared and submitted by the members of 
the Charlotte Fire Department, who are prepared to substantiate 
every charge and many more if necessary. 


We believe that we have advanced sufficient grounds upon 
which to base justified demands for “extradition.” 


Therefore, we, the members of the Charlotte Fire Department, 
do respectfully request, through your State Secretary, John L. 
Miller, that you, the duly authorized delegates of the 47th Annual 
Convention of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, 
turn over to the members of the Charlotte Fire Department the 
“Body and Person” of one, Chief William Hendrix Palmer, in or- 
der that we may render a fitting punishment.

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Voice from audience: Lock him up. 

Mr. Miller: Chief, you have heard these charges. I wish to 
say, in this connection, that I have known you for many, many 
years; it has been my privilege to live near you, and I know of no 
one whom I hold in higher regard than I do you.. Our associa- 
tions have been almost those of brothers, but I can not at this time 
believe that your own men would prefer charges of this character 
against you unless there were something wrong, and I want to ap- 
peal to them in your behalf. I don’t want it to go out over North 
Carolina that at this convention we have done something wrong. 
I appeal to you to go down with pride, if you go down. 


I received a committee of your firemen at Concord in July. 
hat committee attempted to convince me that they had just cause. 
I did not believe it then and do not believe it now. That being true, 
I desire to say to this committee that I am unwilling to turn the 
body of William Hendrix Palmer over to them until they produce 
further and more conclusive evidence of your guilt. I wish to say 
to the committee that if they have further evidence to present we 
shall be glad to have it. 
Three members of the Charlotte Fire Department came up 
on the platform. 


Members of Charlotte Fire Department: (Removing micro- 
phone) This is our own private affair. 


Gentlemen, I took it up with the warden down in the Federal 
penitentiary at Atlanta, Georgia, and he says he is convicted of 
social inferiority. I don’t know what to do with him. I also took 
up this question with the authorities of that country he so un- 
gratefully deserted in 1899. Although not generally known, he 
slipped into this community many years ago. I took up with the 
Kingfish of that country deporting him. I had a communication 
from the Governor of South Carolina, as follows: 


To Members of the Charlotte Fire Department 
Charlotte, N. C. 


Gentlemen: 

In re: Deporting Chief W. H. Palmer to South Carolina— 

I have ample evidence, that after leaving South Carolina, Wil- 
liams Hendrix Palmer became a naturalized citizen of the United 
States of America (pause). I have further evidence that he is 
closely associated with a notorious character by the name of Sher- 
wood Brockwell, who is wanted in every state in the Union (pause). 
He has aided and abetted this “Brockwell Person” in a successful 
conspiracy to the extent of inducing hundreds of innocent Firemen 
to jump from windows and roofs of five and six-story buildings 
(pause) with nothing to impede the fall but a belt, a net and a 
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rope. I call to your attention the following facts: In South Car- 
olina we wear galluses (pause). In “Nets” we catch fish, not fire- 
men (pause). We have only enough rope for hanging purposes. 
In view of this fact, our Firemen, “Refuse to Jump.” Therefore, 
with due regard for the health of our firemen, as Governor of 
South Carolina, I decline the honor of extending to these gentle- 
men an invitation to take up permanent residence in this state.

In deperation we wrote Washington for a “New Deal.” 
This is the reply:

Secretary Miller: Chief Griswold and the other members of 
the commitee, not being fully convinced of the guilt of Chief 
Palmer as set forth in the bill of particulars, I called for further 
evidence, which your Committee has promptly furnished. This 
further evidence so strengthens the contentions of the bill of par- 
ticulars, that I now deliver to you one William Hendrix Palmer. 


Secretary Miller: I wish to explain this new code, R. F. C. A. 
First, no man has greater regard for those who have gone before 
us than I. I watch with interest the youngsters who will follow 
us tomorrow. But I wonder sometimes if we fully appreciate our 
great men of today and if we realize that our great men of today 
are doing as much for us as the great men of yesterday did. When 
a man devotes his entire life to your cause, that man, so far as 
you are concerned, is the greatest man on earth. When these men 
die, we erect magnificent monuments to them and deck their graves 
with flowers. But must men die to receive these tokens? Let’s 
send these gentlemen an occasional bouquet while they can still 
enjoy its sweet fragrance. It is my conviction that these little 
gifts bestowed upon these gentlemen are appreciated a thousand 
times more than invisible monuments and flowers without frag- 


rance. 


I have been commissioned by the members of our fire depart- 
ment to bestow upon our chief and president what we are pleased 
to call the R. F. C. A. medal for competent administration. This 
medal is of pure gold, not so much for its intrinsic value as to sig- 
nify the purity of our love and esteem. The little number “30”

signifies thirty years of service. On the back is written “August, 
1934, William Hendrix Palmer, Chief, Charlotte Fire Department, 
and President, North Carolina State Firemen’s Association.” ; 


Firemen of North Carolina, our hearts are full of joy today. 
We are glad to have you witness this honor we confer upon our 
chief. If there be-one among you who is unappreciative of a man 
who works unceasingly for you, we hope you will be stirred to ap- 
preciation. 


Chief Palmer, on behalf of our Fire Department, I bestow this 
little token as evidence of the esteem of the men of your depart- 
ment. (Applause.) 


President Palmer: Chief Griswold, and members of the Char- 
lotte Fire Department, I want to say this, that I appreciate this 
more than anything that I have ever received. (I hope you peo- 
ple will excuse me, but I cant help it.) Everything that I have 
ever done was done because I wanted to help somebody. I have 
always made a living out of the fire department since I have been 
here. I have never made any large salary, of course, but I have 
made a living. I have saved and got me a home, but there is 
something that I can hand down to my daughter to show how the 
fellows appreciated me. I appreciate it very much. (Applause.) 


Mayor Wearn: My friends, I could not refrain at this mo- 
ment, as Mayor of the City of Charlotte, from expressing to these 
firemen, who have so loyally stood by Hendrix Palmer during these 
many years, my deep appreciation of the gift—-which is insignifi- 
cant as compared with your love for Hendrix Palmer. 


I have known Hendrix Palmer all of his life. We have been 
reared in Charlotte side by side; and for more than fifteen years, 
in the government of the City of Charlotte, I have seen him day 
in and day out. As Commissioner of Public Works and one of 
his employers, I wish to state to this vast audience that not one 
time have we received one complaint of Hendrix Palmer. (Ap- 
plause.) And since becoming Mayor of the City of Charlotte, in 
May, 1923, I have been more and more closely associated with him. 
He comes to my office, and we often have chats, each with the 
other; and I can tell you that the City of Charlotte has reason to 
be proud beyond measure for having such a Christian man at the 


head of the Charlotte Fire Department as William Hendrix Pal- 
mer. (Applause.) 


Mr. Kuester: Now, my friends, I feel like I ought to say a 
word. William Hendrix Palmer came to your city from York, 
South Carolina, at the age of about five. I have known him from 
about eight or nine years of age, because I am only a little older 
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than Hendrix Paimer. I want to show just what his career has 
been. If there is any whispering campaign in any city or town, 
it always comes to the ears of the chamber of commerce. Never 
have I heard any whispering campaign against Hendrix Palmer. 


I don’t blame you for breaking down and crying. You could 
not help it, with these boys showing you how they love you. I 
wish to thank you boys for showing your: appreciation of your 
chief. 

I wish you many long, happy, and successful years, Chief 
Palmer. When the time comes to carry you over to Elmwood, we 
will carry you there by the best firemen that ever were. (Ap- 
piause.) 

President Palmer: I hope you will forgive me for breaking 
down, but I could not help it. 


I wish to introduce to you the best friend the firemen have 
ever had, Mr. Boney, State Insurance Commissioner of North Car- 
olina. (Applause.) 


Mr. Dan Boney, State Insurance Commissioner, Raleigh: Gen- 
tlemen, you have heard a great deal of speech-making this morn- 
ing, and I shall not detain you, except to say that I wish you a very 
pleasant and successful convention and that I am glad to be with 
you. (Applause.) 


Vice-President Long: I must say just a word. I want to tell 
you that the nicest visit I ever had in my life was in Charlotte, and 
the kindest and most affectionate treatment I ever got from any 
bunch of men came from Chief Palmer and his men. I was just 
so entertained that I hardly knew myself. 


Now, he said a while ago that he lived because he loved every- 
body; he lived for them. A fireman ought to do that. He made 
that remark a while ago, but, say, he has the advantage of most 
of us. He lives in the largest city of North Carolina, and there- 
fore he has a chance to extend his great heart more than the rest 
of us. Therefore I consider him one of the greatest firemen, great- 
est chiefs, greatest presidents the North Carolina Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation has ever had—or any other association, so far as that is 
concerned. 

I thank you. (Applause.) 


President Palmer: Tonight our Association is going to be 
honored by having the presence of the Governor of this State, and 
I want every delegate to be in his seat, so that we can start on 
time. We are going to broadcast the program, just as we did this 
morning. We shall start at seven-thirty, and I want every dele- 
gate in his seat, because we are going to have the Governor here. 
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At this time we have to have the committees appointed, so as 
to get the Association in working order. I wish to announce the 
following appointments: 


Courtesy committee: R. C. Whitley, J. G. Lewis, C. Rush, J. 
Ross Jones, C. Lee Biggerstaff. 


Credential committee: G. G. Dorsett, D. E. Shuford, E. M. 
Dixon, D. E. Semon, Chas. I. Miller. 


Now, we want to have a committee of citizens and firemen go 
out to the airport and meet the Governor. I want to appoint a 
committee from this Association, because the Governor is coming 
to Charlotte just to speak to us. I do not know at just what time 
he will arrive at the airport, but if you will keep in touch with 
the headquarters of the Fire Department we can notify you. I 
appoint on that committee Sherwood Brockwell. 


(The President then announced the other appointments to the 
reception committee.) 


If possible, we will have the Governor at the Dutch supper to- 
night; if not, we will take him to the hotel and then he will be here 
tonight at seven-thirty. 


I think Sherwood Brockwell has a few things to say. (Ap- 
plause). 


Mr. Sherwood Brockwell, Raleigh: I haven’t much to say. 
There have been so many things going on up here this morning 
that it has rather knocked me off my feet. 


Just before reaching here I had some rather disturbing news 
about one of our members, and I am glad to see him come walking 
in the door with his wife. Lon Duckett, stand up there so we can 
see you. Come on up here to the front. Two of you boys of the 
Charlotte Fire Department grab him and bring him up here. (Mr. 
Duckett comes forward.) How are you? ; 


Mr. Lon Duckett: I don’t know how that story got out around 
here that I was not going to be here. I had no idea of not com- 
ing, and I am glad to be here. (Applause.) 

Mr. Brockwell: Stand up, Mrs. Duckett; we want to see who 
brought him down here. 


We are all so happy this morning in having one of nature’s 
noblemen here with us from down east. In presenting this gen- 
tlemen to the Association, I want to tell you a little incident which 
happened. I have the permission of the Executive Committee to 
try to get this into the record. Last April the President of your 
Association and the Secretary of your Association and a distin- 
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guished division chief of the New York Fire Department were 
touring eastern North Carolina in the interest of your fire school. 
We reached the town of Farmville. After having addressed the 
mayor and several of the aldermen and the chief of the fire depart- 
ment (our worthy third Vice-President), we heard that one of the 
members of our Association had the day before had a serious at- 
tack of some kind and there was doubt as to his recovery. It was 
raining; the roads were slippery; and we were in a hurry. When 
we left Farmville, instead of turning the way we should go, I 
turned in the other direction. The President said: “Where are you 
going?” I said: “I am going to be in Kinston, with God’s help, in 
thirty minutes and show to Press Harper that the President of 
the Association and the Secretary of the Association and every 
fireman in North Carolina loves him.” Press Harper, stand up. 
(Applause.) 


Mr. Press Harper: Mr. President and fellow firemen, I just 
wish I could reply to something Sherwood Brockwell says, but I 
ean’t. I have often heard it said that an old man lives in the past 
and has no future to look forward to. But that is not true; if it 
is, lam not an old man. (Laughter; applause.) I have been look- 
ing forward to this convention ever since you paid me that visit 
he has spoken about, Mr. President; and I want you to understand 
that I enjoyed every minute of that visit. Boys, if there is any 
man on earth that can entertain a man when he is down and out 
it is your President and your Secretary and your pinch hitter, 
Sherwood Brockwell. I promised them when they left that I would 
meet them at this convention, and I am here, boys. (Applause.) 
And I have enjoyed every moment since I stepped into my friend 
Bob Whitley’s car at Kinston. When I reached Greensboro and 
met Frank Shaw and his bunch of clever, good-looking fellows, I 
was taken to ride. That Sunday night, while enjoying the hospi- 
tality of his home and his sweet little family, about eleven or 
twelve o’clock that night (Sunday night) Mrs. Shaw said: “I want 
you men to eat all we have on the table, because I am going to 
Charlotte tomorrow and I don’t want you to leave anything here to 
spoil.” And I want you to understand that Bob Whitley tried his 
best to obey orders. I felt sorry for Bob that when we went 
down to our room that night I laid this stick as convenient as I 
could, because the old-time treatment for a mule with colic was to 
beat him. But Bob went to sleep and didn’t snore. I don’t know 
what I did. 

If you boys will pardon me just a little bit about the times, I 
will take you back to about forty years ago, when we had the old- 
fashioned fire engines and wind-broken horses to pull them with, 
and had the type of mayors and aldermen that would make you go 
around and solicit money to come to the firemen’s convention. Yet 
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some folks will tell you those were the good old days, but I don’t 
want to go back to them. I want to live now. If there is any- 
thing that will sweeten a man’s life, it is association with a fine 
bunch of young fellows like you. If possible, get out and see what 
is going to become of these young boys. I know what I was when 
I was a boy. I believe you are stronger and better, because I be- 
lieve you can resist temptation better than I could. (Laughter and 
applause.) 


There is only one thing in the world that worries me now, 
boys. (Laughter.) This is serious, too. I only wish that I had 
the pleasure of having my blind eye operated on, but I received 
no encouragement a few days ago from my physician; he told me 
that when I have my left eye operated on I am going to see the 
beauties of nature. That is what I hope to see. I hope I am go- 
ing to keep on having that same old pat on the shoulder and having 
you tell me how good I look. I know it is a lie, but it makes me 
feel kood. I know none of you will be prosecuted for telling that 
lie. It was my pleasure last night to be the invited guest of your 
Executive, Committee. While sitting there listening, I was so 
happy I did not know what to do. I heard some discussion of re- 
ports and what progress this convention had made. I sat there 
and said to myself: “There are no little men in this crowd wearing 
breeches; they are real men—men of courage, men of conviction.” 
Just so long as you have such men at the head of this organiza- 
tion, pulling the reins, every day, as you have today, you will never 
go back to the days of twenty-five years ago, when the secretary’s 
books were running in the red. It was a happy thought to me last 
night that you have such strong men at the head of your Associa- 
tion as those on your Executive Committee. They are bound to be 
business men, going forward for the last fifteen years and never 
running in the red. I dare say there is not a man in this audience 
today who can say that his books have not run in the red during 
the last ten years. I can tell you that every man and every family 
in my town have run in the red. I know mine have run that way 
until they are nearly all red. 


I am proud of this organization. When I reached Charlotte 
yesterday and met my friend Hendrix Palmer and the other boys 
of this organization, I don’t ever want to hear any man say that 
Charlotte people are too busy to give you a hearty welcome, be- 
cause I have enjoyed the most genuine hospitality of my life of 
seventy-five years since being in the City of Charlotte. And I 
trust I shall live to come back to Charlotte and meet the people of 
your town again. (Applause). 


Mr. Brockwell: I knew he had it. Some great philosopher 
has said: “God pity a man who does not number among his ac- 
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quaintances an old man of finer and keener judgment.” I think 
every fireman in North Carolina is fortunate in knowing Press 
Harper. 

I have heard this morning some wonderful tributes to the 
State Firemen’s Association. No association can ever be any 
greater or any bigger than its traditions. It is a wonderful thing 
to know that today in this house is every living ex-president of our 
Association. You have heard tribute paid to the dead. You have 
heard one of our ex-presidents, Lon Ducket. ‘Assisting Mr. Harper 
is another one. Bob Whitley—let’s have a few words from Bob 
Whitley. 


Mr. Bob Whitley:Mr. President, Mr. Brockwell, fellow mem- 
bers: This is a great opportunity. I shall take advantage of it 
to say hello, God bless every one of you. 


Mr. Brockwell: We heard from Frank Bennett this morning. 
Here; you come out; we have not heard a word from you. Mr. 
Horney, of High Point. . 


Mr. Horney: Mr. President and firemen, I am more than glad 
to be here. I attended the first convention of the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association that was ever held. In fact, I helped 
to organize it. I have been with them ever since and hope to be 
with them, as Brother Harper says, a long time yet. 


Mr. Brockwell: We still have another one, from Greensboro 
Frank Shaw. (Applause.) 


Mr. Frank Shaw, Greensboro: I can not put on all your bou- 
quets, but I want to say this: I am still in the harness and hope to 
be for a long time. (Applause.) 


Mr. Brockwell: We started off with McNeill and Wood, both 
deceased. Then we had Foister, Bennett, Horney, Duckett, Whit- 
ley, and Shaw. But you ain’t heard nothing yet. 


Some years ago the boys invited me down to the sandhills to 
make a memorial address. When I got down there, there was a 
beautiful Presbyterian church. I got away without being mur- 
dered for attempting to make a memorial address. I had taken my 
family down there with me—my wife and daughters and son. 
When I came out my little boy pulled me to one side and said: 
“Dad, you did swell.” After a while my daughters said: “It was 
fine.” Still my wife said nothing. After a while, when we were 
on our way home, I said to my wife: “Honey (I call her honey), 
how was it?” She said; “Well, it was a beautiful address, but 


every word of it was a lies; 


Now, every word that has been said this morning about Chief 
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Palmer is true. I want to show you who will welcome him when 
he gets home; who will take that medal away from him. Mrs. Pal- 
mer, stand up. (Applause.) Now, you know wherever he goes, he 
goes around saying he has the sweetest wife in the world. 


There is just one little incident in the history of the North 
Carolina Firemen’s Association I want to relate to you. As you 
know, in 1931 the State of North Carolina deemed it advisable and 
absolutely necessary to reduce all appropriations of all kinds. In 
1933, although we had been given what we might call a minute 
sum back in 1901, amounting to about one-fourth of $2,500 a year, 
the State of North Carolina, through its budget commission, deem- 
ed it expedient, in 1933, to reduce that twenty-five per cent. and 
then make a further reduction, whereby the $825 the great sov- 
ereign State of North Carolina has given to the men who, as Dr. 
Frazer said, place their bodies between you and destruction by fire 
was reduced still further. That made me so mad I lost my head 
and felt like taking off my coat and whipping a man. Finally, 
someone prevailed on me to do nothing at the time. After a while 
I went to see Governor John C. B. Ehringhaus. He said to me: 
“Brock,” (he calls me Brock), “the first was a legislative enact- 
ment, with which I have nothing to do. The second is a budget 
enactment, for which I am responsible.” He said to me: “Now, if 
any fireman in North Carolina needs that sum, I shall reach down 
in my own pocket and get it.” Now, that man needs a vacation; 
he left Raleigh to be gone three weeks, to take his vacation. He 
wanted to be down in eastern North Carolina today, enjoying his 
friends and family and his vacation. Through the respect and love 
he had for every fireman in North Carolina (having visited us at 
Morehead before he became Governor), and realizing that if by 
superhuman effort he could get here and deliver an address to us 
he would be the first Governor to appear before our Association, 
he is doing today what firemen do, risking life and limb by getting 
in an airplane to come here and address us. So I plead with you 
that every delegate be in his seat at seven-thirty tonight to hear 
his address. Let’s be here to start on time,’*so that he can give us 
every minute he is allowed by the radio, so that the people in our 
State can hear what our Governor says to our crowd. 


President Palmer: The afternoon session will begin at two 
o’clock. At five-thirty there will be a Dutch luncheon around at 
the Armory. We hope to put on a little program there, with the 
Glee Club, Chief Frank Bennett, and Sherwood Brockwell will give 
two or three little skits. So come on time this afternoon and let’s 


get through, so that we shall have time to enjoy that entertain- 
ment. 


Tonight, as Sherwood Brockwell said, WBT is going to broad- 
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cast the Governor’s speech. It is setting aside other programs to 
do this. It is a very strong station and reaches a great many peo- 
ple. We want to start right on time, so the Governor can have 
every minute. 


Have you any announcements, Mr. Secretary? 


Seeretary Miller: The roll call will be this afternoon at two 
o’clock. The law requires you to answer the roll call in order to 
participate in the benefits of the firemen’s relief fund. We are 
working under the statute more than any other body I know. If 
you will be in your places and answer the roll call, that ends the 
matter for another year. 


The President: A motion for adjournment is in order. 
On motion, duly seconded and adopted, the morning session 
adjourned at eleven-forty-five a. m. 


TUESDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The meeting was called to order by President Palmer at two 
Dp. 1; 

President Palmer: The Credentials Committee is now ready 
to make its report. We will have the report from the Credentials 
Committee. 


Secretary Miller called the roll. 


President Palmer: All you men who came in the convention 
hall late, stand up so we can get your names. 


Several names were added to the roll of those present. 
The President: There are a lot of men who have not reg- 
istered. We will call the roll again tomorrow morning for those 


who have not registered. 


I want to announce now that this convention at this time is 
open for business. Tomorrorw we will call the roll again. 

The next thing in line now is the reports of the officers of the 
Association. The first is the report of the President. 
To the Officers and Members of the N. C. State Firemen’s Asso- 


ciation. Gentlemen: 
In making my report to you for the year I would be very un- 


grateful if I did not thank each and every one of you for the fine 
spirit of cooperation that you have shown me as your president. 


I have had the pleasure of visiting about fifty percent of the 
cities and towns represented in the Association, and on several oc- 


casions joint meetings were held with citizens, county officials, and 
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firemen, all meeting on common ground and discussing their prob- 
lems together. I also had an opportunity to participate in the 
sands hills section meeting at Lumberton and had personal repre- . 
sentative at the Eastern Carolina section meeting at Morehead 
City. Both these sections are in fine condition and are rendering 
splendid service to their respective communities and the State As- 
sociation. 


There were called during the year three meetings of your ex- 
ecutive committee. 


At a meeting held in Durham, N. C., May 9, 1934, your execu- 
tive committee decided to select, and place our bond and invest- 
ments with a custodian; the Wachovia Bank and Trust Company 
being named. This has permitted the officers of the Association 
to reduce the bond of the treasurer, as he is now only bonded for 
actual cash on hand and not for investments, thereby a saving to 
the Association. The president was also requested at this meeting 
to secure the services of a certified public accountant to audit the 
books and records of the secretary and treasurer for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1934. Their request was complied with. 


I am very glad to report that the finances of the Association 
are in a splendid condition, with a greater gain than in the past 
three years, as the secretary and treaurer’s report will show. I 
am also pleased to report tat the membership has likewise in- 
creased this year over the past three years. 

Three new departments have joined the Association—David- 
son, Maneto, and Pine Tops. 


On May the 8th, 9th and 10th, 1934, there was held at. Durham, 
N. C., the Fire College and Drill School, which this Association has 
been sponsoring for the past several years under the most able 
directorship of Sherwood Brockwell. In my opinion this was one 
of the best drill schools we have had. There were two hundred 
and twenty-eight (228) officers and firemen who answered roll 
call. One of the most outstanding facts, which is worthy of your 
consideration, is that every drill master and instructor was of a 
North Carolina fire department, 


There is one matter in particular that I wish to call to the at- 
tention of this Association, and that is this: I do not believe that 
the membership realizes what it costs to have a convention. For 
the past fourteen years this Association has spent out of the treas- 
ury thousands of dollars, and the cities entertaining the Associa- 
tion have spent in like proportion. Consequently there are a lot 
of towns in the state who would like to entertain the Association 
but who are not financially able to do so. There is one thing in 
this connection that I would like to recommend for your considera- 
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tion. Instead of cities or towns, entertaining the Association, be- 
ing required to put up twelve or fifteen hundred dollars for prizes, 
that they be allowed to put up trophies, and after a team has won 
three first prizes in succession then let the Association give the 
winning team a large trophy. 


Being only thirty-five minutes from the office of the secretary 
T have visited him very often, and on my several visits there I was 
very much surprised at the volume of work required to keep the 
records of this Association. Also the minute details that he has 
inaugurated into his office, and the vast amount of information 
that he has on file. I wish it were possible for each member of 
this Association to pay a visit to his office. 


In closing, on behalf of this Association, I wish to thank the 
Honorable Dan C. Boney, state insurance commissioner, and his 
assistants for the hearty cooperation that his office has given this 
association and the individual members as well.

President Palmer: Gentlemen, what is the wish of the con- 
vention? 

Upon motion, duly seconded, the report of the Secretary was 
referred to the Committee, to be adopted at the Wednesday morn- 
ing session. 


President Palmer: At this time I want to recognize Dr. Will 
S. Long, the First Vice-President of the Association. 


Dr. Will S. Long, First Vice-President, Graham: Mr. Presi- 
dent, fellow officers, ladies and gentlemen: It is always with pride 
that I appear before you. I wish I were worthy of saying some- 
thing to you. In this case I want to go back a little bit and speak 
of some of our past history. This morning someone referred to 
the time twenty-six year ago when we were in the red. Now we 
are $76,000 to the good. 


You know we are like a battleship. We have a captain; we 
have a crew; we have a pilot to guide us. I am going to ask Sher- 
wood Brockwell to tell you who our pilot is and what he has done 
—a little of what he has done; he can not tell you all; and then I 
shall have a few other words to say. 

I thank you. (Applause.) 


Mr. Sherwood Brockwell: In a newspaper article published 
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in Charlotte last week there was reference to the fact that IT am 
very proud of the fact that I have a speaking acquaintance with 
every charter member of the North Carolina Firemen’s Associa- 
tion. The North Carolina Firemen’s Association was organized 
in 1889. I was'a small boy, and a playmate of the man who drove 
the fire wagon in Raleigh. For that reason, with two other boys 
I was allowed to participate in the North Carolina Firemen’s As- 
sociation of 1889; and from that time on, having that pride from 
going with those men and seeing them, I could hardly wait until I 
got old enough to join the North Carolina Firemen’s Association, 
which I did under a subterfuge at the tender age of sixteen. When 
I was sixteen years old, practically every man who had had any- 
thing to do with the formation of this splendid Association was 
still alive and active in the direction of the policies of this organi- 
zation. They went on. It is very seldom that any man’s tenure 
of office or enthusiasm in any work lasts over a decade. 


Your Association was formed in 1888, to be exact. In 1908, 
exactly twenty years after, your leaders who had seen the need for 
a firemen’s association and had launched it, instead of being men 
.of forty-five or fifty, had become men of fifty-five and sixty and 
seventy. Those men knew that if the firemen’s association was 
to be carried on (they realized that the mark of time had mad: 
them old men physically and unable to go on for long) they must 
find men whom they could trust to carry on the new work they had 
established back in 1888. I was in this meeting in 1908 when the 
men who had started this Association with nothing unanimously 
chose a young man as pilot. From that day to this, this Associa- 
tion, whoever its president and other officers might be, has turned 
to that man whom those men who have since passed on chose so 
wisely twenty-six years ago. It is wonderful thing to know that 
while you are in the prime of life, as this man is, for twenty-six 
years he has done not oniy a man’s part but at least three men’s 
part in this Association. We chose Dr. Long and some other mem- 
bers of this Association as a committee to show to the best secre- 
tary of any firemen’s association on earth (applause) that, how- 
ever or whatever the Association has done, it appreciates the ex- 
traordinary and faithful service of John L. Miller. 


This is not a present for him, because he does not need one; 
but it is something that he may put on his wall to show the rest of 
the world that the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association ap- 


preciates beyond any words the services of John L. Miller. It

Mr. Miller: It was my privilege, two years ago this past 
June, to have had occasion to go to the city of Chicago, and the 
purpose and reason I was there has been fully demonstrated, pos- 
sibly, to you boys before—my attendance at a particular conven- 
tion. I received the compliments, the good wishes, and the cour- 
tesies extended by the City of Chicago through its now lamented 
Mayor, Mr. Cermak. I have a card about this size (indicating), 
the same kind of work that you see here, only in miniature, and 
that now is upon one of the mantels in my home, and I prize it 
greatly. This token that has been presented to me (I take it by 
the firemen in this State) is appreciated. 


What Mr. Brockwell has said, to my mind is not exactly true. 
He pictured to you this organization twenty-six years ago not hav- 
ing a penny in its treasury. He pictured to you today, after a 
period of twenty-six years, having more than $75,000 in your treas- 
ury. Now, one man in an organization could not do this. You are 
the men who are responsible for that success, if you would call it 
success; and in recognition and appreciation of this I am going to 
say this to you—that gratitude is one of the noblest attributes that 
a human soul can possess. I am grateful, even though unworthy, 
of the honor that you have bestowed upon me this day, that I:have 
been permitted and privileged to go down life’s lane with such men 
as you are—the saviors of life and property in your respective 
communities. I am indeed happy and grateful and content that I 
have been permitted and privileged to labor with you in a common 
cause and to labor with men who are not afraid to die that others 
may live; I am indeed thankful that I have been permitted and 
privileged to labor with men such as you are for a period of more 
than a quarter of a century, and in many cases without reward or 
the hope of reward. It would be ungrateful of me were I unmind- 
ful of the part each of you has played in this common cause in an 
organization the equal of any like organization in our common- 
wealth. I am grateful indeed to have been permitted and priv- 
ileged to labor with such men as you are, the very salt of the earth, 
than whom North Carolina produces none better. Sherwood Brock- 
well, I accept from you, on behalf of every fireman in this State, 
this tangible token of your love and esteem, for which I thank you 
from an overflowing heart filled with gratitude. And, as we go 
down life’s lane together, may it ever remind me that this is one 
of your most unselfish acts. Finally, in the language of another, 


as your employee over this period of time, “I have done what I 
could.” (Applause.) 


President Palmer: The next report we shall have will be that

The President: What are the wishes of the Association? 

It was moved that the report of the Secretary and Treasurer 
be adopted as read, which motion was seconded and carried. 


President Palmer: Next on the program is the Statistician’s 
report. 
A Member: I move he makes it short. 


Mr. Charles C. Harris, Rocky Mount, Statistician: It is going 
to be short. 


Mr. Harris then read his report as Statistician. (Applause.) 


Mr. President, Members of the North Carolina State Firemen’s As- 
sociation, Ladies and Gentlemen: 


In presenting to you the statistics of the fire losses of our 
State for the year 1933, may I say this depression is no respector 


of persons, and this year your Statistical Department has been 
\ 
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face to face with “Ole Man Depression” and almost received a 
“Knock-out” blow from the unruly monster. On account of the 
lack of funds it has been impossible to secure the actual figures of 
our true fire loss. However, from the best information available 
I am happy to report that we reduced our losses by $1,000,000.00 
less than in 1932. This I think is a great record, and you should 
be congratulated for I consider the year of 1933 the crisis in this 
terrible malady that has gripped this State and Nation for the past 
five years. When we consider that for five years this terrible 
monster “Depression” has committed assault-after assault upon the 
financial resources of this State and each assault was met, re- 
pulsed and met again without any series of conflagrations, causing 
great financial waste of our resources, and when we consider that 
through it all we have been able to reduce our fire loss to over a 
million dollars less than in 1982, then, I say, we should point with 
pride to our record for we have rendered to the citizenship of this 
State a great service in conserving our economic resources. 


Hanging over the serenity and prosperity of every commun- 
ity is the sinister cloud, Fire Loss, ever ready to prey upon human 
lives and property and in a few short minutes destroy the savings 
of a lifetime. 


Too many Americans regard fires as a circus spectacle. They 
get a “kick” out of seeing flames match their force with those of 
the fire department, rarely dreaming of the disastrous results that 
a fire brings to a community. How few that stand on the side lines 
know that during this depression fire departments have had to fight 
fires with inadequate and obsolete equipment. How few know that 
for the lack of tax money few towns and cities have not been able 
to replace old hose with new and make badly needed repairs to 
their trucks and equipment. We must immediately take steps to 
have our eity fathers realize our condition and remedy same. If 
we expect to keep our fire departments and fire fighting facilities 
up to standard, we must build on a solid foundation, stone by stone, 
‘securely and safely, because every foundation part is carefully 
fashioned to bear its share of stress and strain. So, in building a 
business, a home or a fire department, the investment must be kept 
intact lest the whole structure be imperiled. So it is with our fire 
departments. We must not allow our departments to become ob- 
solete. We must be prepared to fight this monster. Let’s not kid 
ourselves. Fire which destroys materials and industrial plants are 


a business depressant. 
Worse than a huge malignant sinster monster is fire. Its tor- 


turous trail is one of death and destruction. $412,543,311.00 in 
property values and 10,217 human lives was the monster’s toll in 
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the United States in 1933, which was $30,000,000,00 less than 1932. 
If this loss was paid by a per capita tax, the cost to every person 
in the Nation would be $2.91. How long shall the destroyer be un- 
tamed? 


Reports have already come to me that some departments have 
already begun purchasing new equipment. I understand that Lin- 
colnton, Benson, Robersonville, Davidson, Burlington and Durham 
have all purchased new trucks. This is a fine example, and I hope 
to have reports on others. 


In getting back to the splendid work we are doing, I can not 
overlook that wonderful institution that is playing such an im- 
-portant part in our progress. Our Fire College and Drill School, 
and I want to take this opportunity to congratulate my good friend, 
the best fire fighter and drill master in the world, Sherwood Brock- 
well. Sherwood, to you and your able corps of instructors, I want 
to say we are proud of you. You are doing splendid work. You 
have instilled in those who attend a wonderful spirit of coopera- 
tion, as manifested by their eagerness to learn, to master, take 
back and instill in the minds and hearts of the boys at home the 
principles of scientific fire fighting as taught by the Fire College 
and Drill School. Such principles are bound to show results. The 
evidence of such is shown by the fact that we have reduced our 
loss to more than $1,000,000.00 over last year. 


_ In conclusion let me say that in these days of severe test and 
strains, the fire departments of this State are furnishing peace of 
mind as well as protection to its citizens. To know that your fire 
department has never failed to meet its obligation to its citizenship 
in all these years, is to enjoy a sense of security and of confidence 
in both the fire department and those fine young men that form its 
membership. 
I thank you.

The President: Gentlemen, you have heard the report of the 
Statistician. What will you do with it? 


A motion was offered to accept the report and spread it upon 
the minutes, which motion was seconded and carried. 


President Palmer: I am going to ask the Charlotte boys to 
distribute copies of the proceedings. (Copies of the 1933 proceed- 
ings are distributed.) 


Read these over, and we will take up the question of adoption 
tomorrow at the noon session. 

Mr. Jones, Fayetteville: Mr. President, it is my pleasure to be 
with you again. I am happy to be here. I want to make the re- 
quest that all delegates be in their seats tomorrow morning at the 
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business convention, so that we can see them all at once. 


A Member: I will amend that by adding, if everybody is able. 

_ President Palmer: Gentlemen, tonight the Governor of North 

Carolina will be here, and I want every delegate to be in his seat 

tonight. They could allot us only thirty minutes on the air, and 

we want twenty-nine minutes of that to be taken by the Governor 

in making his speech; we shall take only one minute for introduc- 
ing him. 


This afternoon, after the adjournment of this session, we shall 
have a lunch around here at the Armory, and we want you all to 
come. We shall have something to eat and drink and shall have a 
little program. 


The parade will be held tomorrow afternoon, and that will be 
broadeast. We want you to let us know what you are going to 
enter in the parade, so that we can tell the radio broadcaster. Also 
have a banner on your car, on the side giving the name of your 
town. 

Tomorrow morning there is a memorial service at the Caro- 
lina Theater. That will be broadcast, and we want you there on 
time; the radio will not wait. 


Now we have a report from Mr. Sherwood Brockwell, who is 
chairman of the Committee on Fire School. 


Mr. Sherwood Brockwell: This thing will be short and to the 
point. All of you who attend the school know that your mayor re- 
ceived a copy of the report. This is a summary of the report made 
to President Palmer. 


Mr. Brockwell then read his report on the fire school. 
Hon. William H. Palmer, President, 
North Carolina Firemen’s Association, 
Charlotte, N. C. 
Dear Chief: 


Attached please find roster of the North Carolina Firemen’s 
Association Fire College and Drill School held at Durham, N. C., 
May 8th, 9th, and 10th, 1934. 

The roster shows total enrollment, including faculty, of 239. 

Of this number 228 were members of Fire Departments. 

The 228 firemen included 222 officers and men of North Caro- 
lina Fire Departments and 6 officers and men of Georgia and 
South Carolina Fire Department. ; 

Of the 228 firemen enrolled, 186 attended all sessions of Fire 
Gollege and were awarded Fire College Certificates. 

One hundred and forty-three of the 186 participated in all of 
the Drill School evolutions and were awarded Drill School Cer- 
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tificates. 
Nine officers and men completed the fourth consecutive term 
and were awarded Fire College diplomas. 
Attending the 1934 session were: 
42 Chiefs of North Carolina Departments. 
7 Officers of the North Carolina Firemen’s Association. 
4 Ex-Presidents of the North Carolina Firemen’s Association. 
14 Graduates of the Class of 19382.

1 Son of a graduate of the Class of 1933. 
The 228 Firemen attending represented: 
61 North Carolina Fire Departments. 
1 Georgia Fire Department (Atlanta). 
1 South Carolina Fire Department (Greenville). 
The 186 Firemen receiving Fire College Certificates repre- 
sented: 
53 North Carolina Fire Departments. 
1 Georgia Fire Department. 
1 South Carolina Fire Department. 
The 148 receiving Drill School Certificates represented: 
45 North Carolina Fire Departments.

Mr. Brockwell: Now, gentlemen, you have heard this report. 
I hope it will be carried in the minutes of your meeting. The only 
comment I have to make on it is this. (Because I know all of you, 
having heard the other reports, can put two and two together.) 
Now,, that week is by far the most strenuous week I have. It has 
ceased to be any one man’s school or any one set of men’s school. 
Every man on the faculty is a development from a North Carolina 
fire department. Every city and town with a population of twenty 
thousand and over was represented in that fire school. Every city 
and town with a population of fifteen thousand and over was repre- 
sented there. Dozens of towns with a population of one and two 
thousand were represented there. Now, the school is yours; it be- 
longs to your Association. Sixty-c’ 2 North Carolina fire depart- 
ments went on record last year as saying they were benefited by it. 
Elizabeth City, way down east, sent a representation. Sylva and 
Murphy, far in the west, sent representatives. If these cities can 
send a delegation there to attend that school, there is no reason on 
earth why your department can not send a delegation and get ben-

efit from it. I am not talking now on behalf of myself but am 
talking on behalf of the school, because the more North Carolina 
fire departments are represented, the bigger and better it will be. 


Some of the boys came in the office after the school over. A 
great many of you do not know it, but there is a good deal of work 
in compiling the reports and records. I have a permanent record 
of every man who has attended as many as two sessions of the 
school. If any of you have attended the 1929 school and did not 
get back in 1930, but did get back in 1931 or 1932, I have your 
record, and you are in line for a diploma when you have completed 
the course. : 


So much for the first school. I am also chairman of your 
Committee on the Standardization of Fire Hose. Now, in 1875 the 
International Association of Fire Chiefs promulgated and started 
a movement to standardize fire-hose threads (?) throughout the 
United States and Canada. In 1906, following the Baltimore fire, 
the National Board of Fire Underwriters undertook, with some de- 
gree of success, standardizing the hose threads throughout the 
United States. In 1910 the National Fire Protection Association 
started a program and met with a certain measure of success in 
standardizing fire-hose threads throughout this country. In 1915 
the Greenfield Tap & Die Company perfected a process by which 
they could standardize your own threads and your own coupling if 
they were within a certain range. Last year this Association went 
on record as favoring standardization, in so far as practicable, in 
the State of North Carolina, and your humble servant was made 
chairman of a committee to undertake standardization in North 
Carolina. I got in touch with the chief engineer of the Southeast- 
ern Fire Underwriters Association, with the result that we found 
the following cities and towns in North Carolina were all standard: 


Originally standard: Murphy, Haynesville (Hayesville?), Clyde, 
- Weaverville, Burnsville, Forest City, Elk Park, Boone, Blowing 
Roek, West Jefferson, Bessemer City, Dallas, Wilkesboro, Mocks- 
ville, Fairmont, Rowland, Laurinburg, Wagram, Pinebluff, Aber- 
deen, Siler City, Liberty, Mebane, Tabor, Whiteville, Lillington, 
Dunn, Wake Forest, Selma, Southport, Wallace, Warsaw, Weldon, 
Seotland Neck, Bethel, Plymouth, Stantonsburg, Farmville, Green- 
ville, Ayden, Hookerton. 

In addition to that, starting out with your last year’s conven- 
tion, the following cities in North Carolina have been standardized: 
Bryson City, Franklin, Highlands, Canton, Brevard, Mars Hill, 
Black Mountain, Old Fort, Saluda, Rutherfordton, Spindale, Spruce 
Pine, Lumberton, Maxton, Red Springs, St. Paul, Raeford, Fayeite- 
ville, Roseboro, Clinton, Durham, Chapel Hill, Carrboro, Roxboro, 


Charlotte. 
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That is, I think, at least a progress report. 

The cities that I shall read now are cities which would prob- 
ably require new couplings and new nipples, they being so far away 
from the national standard as to require new couplings and new 
nipples: Apex, Asheville, Cary, Chadbourn, Clayton, Columbus, 
Elkin, Enfield, Henderson, Hendersonville, Hickory, Hot Springs, 
Louisburg, Morganton, Mount Airy, Newton, Pinehurst, Raleigh, 
Robbinsville, Southern Pines, Tarboro, Tryon, Waynesville, Wen- 
dell, Wilmington, East Flat Rock. 


We have with us now (and he will be here during the entire 
week) the engineer in charge of this work. If you are already up 
to the national standard, fine and dandy. If you have already been 
changed, as Charlotte and Durham have, and as other cities in the 
state have, fine and dandy. If you have not been changed, I want 
you to take it up with Mr. Ballard. 


Stand up, Ballard. (Mr. Ballard stands.) He is the only man 
in the house better looking than I am; the map of Ireland is all 
over his face. (Laughter.) 


Now, I want you to get in touch with him. It is going on 
finely. The Association has already favored it as an Association 
matter. 

President Palmer: What will you do with these reports? 

On motion, duly seconded and carried, the reports were ac- 
cepted. 

Chief Taylor, Kannapolis: What about Kannapolis? If Char- 
lotte is standard, we are, too. 

Mr. Brockwell: Mr. Ballard, can you look up Kannapolis? 

A Member: You did not call Sanford. 

Mr. Bryan: Is there any charge for that? 

Mr. Brockwell: If there is any charge, it will be very nomi- 
nal; or so far it has been very nominal. Offhand, Mr. Ballard, 
what will it cost the city of Roxboro? 

Mr. Ballard: Offhand, I should say $10 or $15. 

Mr. Brockwell: What has it cost the City of Charlotte so far? 

President Palmer: We have not finished yet. 

Mr. Brockwell: Frank Bennett, what has it cost Durham? 

Mr. Bennett: I haven’t the books. 

Mr. Ballard: It cost the City of Durham about $200 or $300. 

A Member: What is the standard thread? 

President Palmer: 381/16 inches outside diameter; 742 threads 
to the inch. 

Mr. Brockwell: This man will be here all the week. If you 
want to know anything about it, ask him. 

President Palmer: I recognize the Secretary, Mr. Miller. 

Secretary Miller: Mr. President and gentlemen, we have com- 
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pleted the roll call, in that every department, other than the ones 
I am now going to read, has complied with the law; there is a chief 
or assistant chief or delegates here, marked on our report, showing 
that you are represented at this convention. Those not represent- 
ed are: 


Mr. Miller then read the list of departments not represented. 

The Secretary: If any of these towns are now represented, 
let us know. Your money will be held up at Raleigh next year 
unless you answer this roll call. Mr. Boney has the right to do 
that, under the law, and he will do it. We are working hard to get 
every fire department in North Carolina here to answer the roll 
eall. That is all it takes. I hope if any of you here know of any 
member from these towns, you will get them to come here. 


Mr. President, at a meeting last night of the Executive Com- 
mittee it was decided to offer for your consideration an amend- 
ment to the Constitution of our order. If you will turn to page 
118, Article II, Section 1, of the Constitution. We recommend the 
amendment of that section by inserting, after the word “President” 
in line two, the word “First Vice-President, Second Vice-President, 
and Third Vice President.” That has been made necessary by the 
action of the convention last year in Salisbury, when a second and 
a third vice-presidency were established. So this is in keeping with 
the Constitution—or, rather, with this action of the convention last 
year, and we are now trying to complete the Constitution and By- 
laws relative to that act. 


Will some member move that we amend the Constitution, Ar- 
ticle II, Section 1, in the way I have indicated ? 

A Member: I move you, sir, that this convention go on rec- 
ord in accordance with the Secretary’s suggestion. 

This motion was seconded and, on being put to vote, was car- 
ried, without discussion. 

President Palmer: The Secretary has another matter he wants 


to bring before you. 


Secretary Miller: Turn to the opposite page—page 119 of the 
last minutes. The Constitution and By-laws were amended by a 
committee appointed in 1925 to amend them. We discovered last 
year, for the first time, that we had omitted something that ought 
to be included. When we revised our Constitution in 1925, that 
was left out. We desire now to amend the present Constitution 
by adding, after Section 4, Article III, the following: 


Mr. Miller reads the proposed amendment. 

Amended by adding after Section four (4) Article three (3) 
the following: Section 5. Every Fire Company in the State, which 
is a member of the Association, shall on or before ‘the first day of 
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August in each year, elect two delegates, and also two alternates 
to serve for the ensuing year, with the Chief and Assistant Chief 
of the various departments at large, who are entitled to one vote 
each, the other member or delegate may cast two votes for the 
Company. They shall be beneficiary members of the Association, 
and shall show on the beneficiary roll. 


The Secretary: This was presented last night to the Hxecu- 
tive Committee, and they recommended that it be adopted. 


A motion was offered that the proposed amendment to the 
Constitution be adopted, which motion was duly seconded and car- 
ried. ; 

Mr. Sherwood Brockwell: Mr. President, are we under the 
head of new business now? 


The President: Yes. 

Mr. Brockwell: Pardon me for getting up so many times. 

A matter has been in my head for two years. Something came 
up last night at the meeting of the Executive Committee which 
makes it more imperative. I want to offer a motion to the effect 
that we change our Constitution to the extent of naming another 
committee as part of the Association, this committee to be known 
as the policy committee and to consist of all living ex-presidents of 
our Association. Their duties, as members of that committee, will 
be to meet once a year with the Executive Committee and discuss 
and prescribe the policy of this Association for the coming year. 


The reason for my action is this. In North Carolina today 
there are five outstanding firemen who have worked up from the 
_ranks to the office of President of this Association. Now, under 
our rules, any man, to become president of this Association, starts 
as the third vice-president, which means that he will have a min- 
imum of four years in being brought up to the top. Then we say: 
“Big boy, jump.” The end is there. I*‘believe that procedure is 
not in line with the ideals of this Association. I think if we bring 
up a man and make him president of this Association, we should 
show him that his advice is something that we regard as valuable 
and that we want it as long as he shall live. 


Let me repeat the motion: Resolved, that we have a policy: 
committee, to consist of all living ex-presidents, the duty of which 
committee shall be to meet at least once a year with the Executive 
Committee and discuss and advise policies for the Association. 


Mr. Seymore: I want to second that motion, Mr. President. 
It is in line with something I have been thinking of for some time. 

There being no further discussion, the motion was put to vote, 
and was carried. 
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Mr. J. C. Kesler: Mr. President and fellow firemen: Those 
who were here this morning heard the splendid report made by our 
President, in which he suggested that at this convention you be al- 
lowed an opportunity to say whether you want to change the form 
of the convention and have a convention in every city of North Car- 
olina or whether you want to stay as you are, having a convention 
in only about fifteen or twenty cities of North Carolina. The 
reason is this. It takes about fifteen hundred or two thousand 
dollars to have a convention such as we are having here. Today 
our good friends in this City of Charlotte show us their apprecia- 
tion of us. Tomorrow Salisbury, Asheville; Wilmington, Durham, 
Greensboro—none of us would ask for it on the same basis. Our 
President this morning suggested a change from the prizes for 
races and from the entertainment, etc., and suggested that tro- 
phies be used instead. I move you that it be the sense of this 
convention that every city asking for this convention in the days 
to come use the method prescribed in the plan suggested by our 
President this morning. 


I offer that for your consideration and discussion. If you do 
not like that, and like the old way, vote it down. If I can get a 
second to that motion, it will be open for discussion. 

The motion was seconded. 


President Palmer: That is a matter that I think should be 
discussed pro and con. My reason for bringing this matter before 
the convention was this: In the past seven years I have had a 
baseball team in the fire department. We belong to a league. Those 
boys went out, and they won trophies. They are up there on the 
mantelpiece in the fire station. A little later on we were so good 
they ruled us out. Then we had to'go to playing for money. It 
took all the money we could rake and scrape up to keep up our 
baseball team. A little while ago death stepped in and took our 
three outstanding players. You know, if you take out three play- 
ers, what it will do to a baseball team. Those boys appreciate 
those trophies more than they could any amount of money. I asked 
one who had won more money than any other what they had done 
with it. He said: “Well, we spent half of it at a hot dog stand 


before. we left town.” 


I want you to look at the trophies out on the shelf in the hall, 
won by the students of the Charlotte High School. They cherish 
those things. So that is why I brought out this idea. 


Mr. Seymore, Sanford (Sand Hill Firemen’s Association): We 
would like to have it, but we have not the money to spend that 
Charlotte spends. And I know other towns would like to have it. 
We can not get it; it costs so much. So I, for one, want to second 
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Brother Kesler’s motion in the way in which he put it. 
The Sand Hill Firemen’s Association has eighteen departments 
as members. 


Mr. Park, Sanford: What part of the expense of holding a 
convention would it eliminate, other than the prizes? 

President Palmer: Well, I don’t know that it would eliminate 
any except the prizes. 


Mr. Park: Well, I fear you would lose a lot of companies at 
your convention. A lot of them go just for the prizes. 


Mr. Jones, Fayetteville: I move that we postpone this dis- 
cussion until tomorrow morning, because there are so few here this 
afternoon. 


Secretary Milier: There will be a meeting tonight. 

I want to say to you that when you do not select your conven- 
tion city here on the floor of the convention you have placed a big 
responsibility on your executive officers. Your executive officers 
are not telling you what to do. They are trying to tell you, in a 
nice and amiable way, what to do so that there will be invitations 
here from people who want you but who can not raise three thou- 
sand or two thousand or fifteen hundred dollars. We feel that this 
Association has a right to go to places where they are not per- 
mitted to go because of this condition which has been permitted to 
goon. If you want this to go on, it is all right. No one wants to 
keep these men from coming here and competing with their teams 
and getting money for it, if you want them to. Where are we 
going next year? I don’t know. You don’t know. You have brains; 
use them, and then tomorrow discuss this matter and tell us what 
to do. We had to be asked to go to Charlotte. We waited almost 
until the first of the year. We had to ask to go to Salisbury. It 
was late when Charlotte extended the invitation to us. So let’s do 
something else. If it works one year, or two, all right; then we 
can try something else. 


Mr. Sherwood Brockwell: There has never been anything 
connected with the North Carolina Firemen’s Association that has 
held lasting interest as have these features. Every man in your 
Association has at one time or another made his debut in this As- 
sociation as a member of some sort of team. So far, so good. Now, 
if you undertake to get fifteen or twenty men to risk life and limb, 
and you tell them they will get part of what they win, they don’t 
go for the money. But it takes money to make the mare go. One 
of the best slogans I ever heard was “Boys, get the money.” Well, 
money means a lot, and money also makes a lot of discontent. I 
went back to Raleigh one time with $480 in gold in my pocket. We 
lowered a world’s record at that time. At the same time we gota 
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loving cup which had engraved on it the names of the men in the 
team. Some of the members of the company wanted to divide that 
money among the whole company, and we nearly lost our company. 
We still have that loving cup, but that $480 in a week’s time was 
dissipated and gone, and all we had left was a headache. 


We are not in it for the money. I participated in a race once 
with the Greensboro boys, and we won it. They gave us $25 and a 
$5 gold piece to each member of the team. There are only two 
things I have won that I still have; one is that loving cup, and the 
other is the $5 gold piece. But it has cost me $429. I gave it to 
my wife, and every time she wants money she threatens to spend 
that, and I have to give her another five dollars. 


Now, if you think the best interests of your Association can 
be best served by cash prizes, then all well and good. But if you 
think it is to the best interests of your Association to have the 
trophies, which cost about $250, rather than the prizes, which cost 
about. $1,000, then let’s try it. For years and years we got along 
offering cash prizes. It may be that it is best to continue that. 
That is for you to say. But let’s consider what your President and 
what your Secretary have said, and come back tomorrow, after you 
have discussed it among yourselves; and whatever the majority 
think is for the best interests of the Association, to that I will 
pledge my best efforts. 


Chief J. B. Flora, Elizabeth City: I want to add my indorse- 
ment to what the Secretary and Captain Brockwell have said. On 
the walls of the Elizabeth City Fire Department today are several 
cancelled checks, prizes that our fire department won. These are 
just faded pieces of paper. If we had a loving cup, it would be 
something to hand down to posterity. I should like this Associa- 
tion to think this over, and also to think over the matter of charg- 
ing a registration fee. 


The President: Gentlemen, we will continue this discussion 
tonight, after the Governor’s speech. 

I want you to be in your seats tonight when the Governor ar- 
rives. 

Mr. Brockwell: At the Mecklenburg County Fair a man had 
a bull and was charging ten cents’ admission to go in and see it. 
A man with a cross-eyed wife and sixteen children came along. 
He said: “What will you charge to let my cross-eyed wife and six- 
teen children go in and see the bull?” The man with the bull said: 
“Where are they?” “Over here.” “Well, just hold them a minute, 
and I will bring the bull out to see them.” Now, we have been talk- 
ing about the Governor talking to us. Let’s all be here, and we 


will let the bull see us. 
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Mr. Griswold made some announcements about the parade, 
after which, on motion, the convention adojurned, at four-forty 
Ram; 


TUESDAY EVENING SESSION 


The evening session was held in the auditorium of the Central 
High School and was called to order by the President at 7:40 
o’clock. » 


President Palmer: Ladies and gentlemen, in calling this ses- 
sion together, I wish to recognize a man who needs no introduction 
to the firemen of North Carolina. He is a son of our beloved de- 
ceased president, James D. McNeill. I recognize Mr. George B. 
MeNeill. 


Mr. George B. McNeill. Mr. President, fellow firemen, ladies 
and gentlemen: Unexpected pleasures come to those who wait. 
IT never dreamed this morning, while driving over here, that I was 
going to have the high honor of presenting to this patriotic body 
of men—a body of men that I love, should love, and do love more 
than any other group of people in the world—a man who has ever 
been the friend of the firemen in North Carolina, whose love for 
State and Nation knows no bounds, who works day in and day out 
for the welfare of all the people, who in his early manhood stood 
shoulder to shoulder with the officials of this organization in its 
efforts to secure adequate relief for the sick and disabled firemen 
of North Carolina, our great and noble Governor. I present the 
Honorable J. C. B. Ehringhaus, the Governor of North Carolina. 
(Applause. ) 


ADDRESS 


Te Sane 
Honorable J. C. B. Ehringhaus, Governor 
of North Carolina. 


Mr. President, Senator McNeill, members of the Association, 
and guests of the Firemen’s Association of North Carolina: 

I am quite certain that it is unnecessary for me to tell you 
that I have a very real pleasure in being privileged to speak to 
you on this occasion. Proof of the sincerity of that declaration 
may be found in the fact that I have traveled by air from the ex- 
treme easter. section of the State in order to be with you at this 
time. I am also quite impressed by the fact that since I came here 
my own enjoyment in this occasion is equalled by that of those 
who are present, and I have been made to feel quite at home by 
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the members of this Association. 


You know, a man in my position quite frequently finds him- 
self confronted by a quite peculiar introduction and finds himself 
the object of a curiosity that is not at all enjoyable. I recall that 
early this week (if I may illustrate what I mean, because it does 
illustrate how close akin prominence of political position and prom- 
inence in other lines really are) early this week, when I went into 
the harbor of Wrightsville, a little girl came, in company with 
some others, down to the dock to see if she might have the priv- 
ilege of shaking hands.with the Governor. Of course, I am sure 
you must all know that, whether they are large or small, I am al- 
ways glad to hold the hands of the ladies. Consequently she found 
no difficulty in securing an affirmative response to that request. 
Later in the day I was forced to lose sight of the fact that there 
was any compliment involved in that visit, when she said: “Father, 
do you know I went down the street this morning and shook hands 
with the Dillinger.” Such is fame. (Laughter.) So you see that 
it does not make much difference what position you happen to 
hold; there is no need to cultivate any degree of pride, for you will 
surely, after a while, have it squelched entirely. 


I am delighted to meet this body of patriotic North Carolina 
citizens. It is the recurrence of a chance that came to me a good 
many years ago. Then you were gathered in the eastern section 
of the State, at Morehead, and I had the pleasure of speaking to 
you and of introducing to you a guest whom I brought with me, 
who at that time, I believe, was the youngest fireman in North 
Carolina. Just at that time, too, you remember, we mourned the 
loss, which was then quite recent, of the beloved father of the 
splendid Senator, my friend and yours, who did me the honor to 
introduce me, and I was happy to pay my tribute of affection and 
high regard to him at that time. It gives me real pleasure to see, 
by the sincerity and the manifest heartiness of your greeting to 
him tonight, and by your response to the reference to his honored 
father’s name as one who had served you so long and so faithfully, 
that in your hearts it is permanently established. You have not 
forgotten the service of your friend of other years nor the memory 
of one who stood high in your estimation and gave you of his heart 
and his brain and his hand with undiminished zeal at all times. 
His memory, I say, is still green in your hears. God grant that 
it may long continue so. 


I am happy to see the high esteem in which this organization 
and its individual membership is held in North Carolina. And I 
assure you that I am not speaking idly or merely for the purpose 
of tickling your vanity when I tell you that there is no group of 
citizens in North Carolina which commands a higher degree of 
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praise and gratitude and real, honest-to-goodness appreciation than 
your own membership. (Applause.) That is as it should be, my 
good friends, because, while many labor for a price, while many 
give their energies of mind or heart or body for compensation, you 
know and I know and the people of North Carolina know that the 
firemen of North Carolina, in very large measure volunteer fire- 
men, serve patriotically without price and render a service of ef- 
ficiency and patriotism and unselfish effort in behalf of others that 
is unexampled and that can not be excelled anywhere. (Applause.) 
I am happy to pay you the tribute of thanks that is your just cue, 
speaking in behalf of all the people of North Carolina, saying to 
you, however, indifferent they may appear at times, you may rest 
assured that your service is not unappreciated. 


I like to think of this group tonight simply as men who are 
ready to dare personal danger, who are ready to risk and hazard 
injury to their bodies and to their minds for the sake of service to 
humanity and their fellow citizens; I like to think of this group 
not merely as men who do this sort of thing as a matter of course 
and who ask no praise for it and who seek not the limelight in the 
doing of it, but who gladly and valiantly come to the front for ser- 
vice, whenever occasion demands, in their own particular line of 
effort. I like to think of them as men who have caught the real 
meaning of courageous citizenship, who have in their hearts the in- 
spiration at all time to high resolve, and who are ready not simply 
to fight a fire but to fight any other danger that may confront 
country or state with the same sort of courage and devotion. (Ap- 
plause). And so, in the midst of depression, in the midst of de- 
spair, in the midst of discouragement, in the midst of effort of cit- 
izens and commonwealth to build back to the high estate which 
once was theirs and the good fortune which they once enjoyed, I 
welcome particularly the chance to speak to men who have this 
sort of courage and this sort of love for country, in the knowledge 
that in so far as I speak sound common sense I shall find a ready 
response, in so far as I can challenge them, as citizens, to fight, 
and to lend of their capacities and efforts in the fight to save old 
North Carolina, I can depend upon them to make the mone sort 
of fight. 


And think not that your State is not in danger and has not 
vast difficulties, and delude not yourselves with the idea that all. 
danger is past. He who whispers that the emergency is no more, 
he who tells you that the danger is over, he who would delude you 
with the suggestion that there is no further need for courage and 
no longer opportunity for sacrifice, is speaking the language of 
misunderstanding or of deception. For this is a day in which dan- 
ger still faces us. As long as the Federal Government, under the 
magnificent leadership of a great President, one of the greatest 
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Presidents of all time, our matchless leader, Franklin D. Roose- 
velt (applause), as long as the great Federal Government, under 
that leadership, finds it necessary to spend at the rate of millions 
on millions every day, at a rate in excess of revenues of $7,500,- 
000,000 a year, no man can say that the emergency is over. And 
while the Federal Government is privileged, by the mere passage 
of a law, to create money in its treasury by depreciating the value 
of its own currency, the State in which you and I live has no such 
privilege. Demands are made every day for service; the people 
expect service, more and more service. The people are not willing 
that any of these things which government has been doing for them 
should be diminished unduly or should be absolutely disregarded. 
And as long as government has to serve the people (and it must 
serve the people or cease to function), then just so long must it 
have revenue to keep it going. 

There is one thing I wish to say to you with reference to that. 
Remember that, while your State Government costs you approxi- 
mately, in every one of its activities, some $42,000,000 a year, your 
National Government costs you about five times that much; and 
remember, too, that whereas North Carolina gets back from the 
Federal Government less than ten cents in the dollar of the taxes 
that it pays into the national treasury, every dollar that goes into 
the state treasury is expended for your service right here in North 
Carolina. I am not critical of what is being done in Washington; 
I stand shoulder to shoulder with the President in what he is do- 
ing and have tried and will continue to try to cooperate with him. 
I merely wish you to remember, and I point to the facts that you 
may remember, that, while the Federal Government is serving you 
earnestly and zealously and spending your tax money, the State 
Government also is trying to serve you and is ready to do so. (Ap- 
plause.) I shall enter into no defense here and now of what has 
been done by a patriotic legislature. I am willing, as Chief Execu- 
tive, to share the responsibility for all legislation enacted by it. 
After five long, weary months of patient, patriotic work, I believe 
—and I say it sincerely —that time, that great justifier of all 
things, will prove that the last legislature rendered as signal and 
patriotic service to North Carolina as was ever rendered by any 
group of patriotic men and women gathered together. (Applause.) 


Without giving you the why or wherefore of any action, may 
I tell you just a few things which it did, so that you may not for- 
get them? In the days before its election you made known—you, 
the people, made known—what you wished that legislature and 
your officers to do. Let me tell you something of the way in which 
it has responded. In answer to carping criticism, in answer to the 
petty critics of pea-shooting variety, in answer to the voice of dis- 
appointment and despair, I cite you to the record of actual per- 
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formance—and performance means more than the mirage of prom- 
ises. You can use up twenty reams of paper doing the sum over 
and over again, but two and two always equal four; and you can 
not make them equal eight to save your life, and the man who tells 
you he is going to make them equal eight is either himself misin- 
formed or is trying to misinform you. I want to cite a few of the 
things that have been done for the people of North Carolina. 


You asked for a chance to revalue honestly your farms, your 
homes, your real estate. It was given you. You asked for relief 
from the fifteen-cent levy, from the burden of ad valorem taxation. 
It was given you, and twenty cents more, making an average of 
thirty-five cents on the one hundred dollars throughout North Car- 
olina. That much relief was given your land. You asked for econ- 
omy in government. I am proud to tell you tonight that, while it 
givés a service in efficiency and variety equal to any state in the 
Union of comparative wealth and size, I am proud to tell you that 
the cost of government in North Carolina during this administra- 
tion has been cut more than one-third and that we have today an 
overhead cost of less than four percent, and that North Carolina is 
one of the chief if not the very chiefest of the most economically 
governed states in all the American commonwealth. (Applause). 


You asked for an end of borrowing by the State, even borrow- 
rowing in anticipation of taxes. Though this administration found 
an overdraft of $15,000,000, though this administration found the 
State Government running behind at the rate of $7,500,000 a year, 
I am proud to tell you that since this administration assumed re- 
sponsibility not one penny has been borrowed even for temporary 
purposes in North Carolina; and it is the first time, probably, in a 
generation that that has happened. 


You asked that your State live within its income, instead of 
spending $7,500,000 a year more than it received. I am proud to 
tell you tonight that your desire has been gratified and that, for 
the first time in three years, the end of the last fiscal year showed 
an actual surplus in the general fund of the State of North Caro- 
lina. We are living within our income. (Applause.) 


You asked that your State’s credit (in a terrible condition) be 
restored. We were borrowing at the highest rate of interest al- 
lowed by law—six per cent. I am proud to tell you today, using 
not my words but the words of a great New York newspaper, that 
the credit of North Carolina, in the last eighteen months, “has been 
changed from N. G, to A-1”—and that is a great satisfaction. (Ap- 
plause.) 


You asked that your interest rate be reduced—the rate that 
you were paying on borrowings which had already been made, in 
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borrowings by this administration. I am proud to tell you that, 
as a result of the fiscal policies of this administration (which are 
simply insisting that for every dollar appropriated a dollar of 
taxes be levied, so that always our levies would be equal to our 
appropriations), I am proud to tell you that the rate of interest has 
been reduced from six per cent., the highest allowed by law, to 
3.76—the lowest in the whole more-than-a-hundred years of his- 
tory of North Carolina. (Applause.) And may I tell you what 
that means in dollars and cents? It means that there has been 
saved to the State of North Carolina, in interest alone on that fif 
teen million dollars of overdraft or deficit, in round numbers— 
$2,250,000—saved to the taxpayers of North Carolina on interest 
alone. 


' You asked that something be paid on the debts that were al- 
ready due by North Carolina. She owed the second highest bonded 
debt of any state in the Union. I am proud to tell you here to- 
night that not only has it been paid promptly and on time always 
but that, since this administration went into power eighteen months 
ago, there has been paid on the public debt, the State debt of 
North Carolina, in principal and interest, over $18,000,000. And 
that is something to be proud of (applause), reducing the principal 
of the debt approximately between $9,000,000 and $10,000,000, as 
I recall it. 


You asked that your schools be preserved, and I am proud to 
tell you tonight that though one million children in the United 
States, during last winter’s depression, saw the schoolhouse doors 
close in their faces, not one of them lives in North Carolina, and 
that North Carolina’s schools were kept open in spite of hard 
times. Though we are not paying the salaries that we would de- 
sire to pay, nevertheless what we are promising we are paying— 
and in some states the teachers are being paid in warrants, and 
they have to discount the warrants in order to get cash. Great 
states like Pennsylvania and Ohio and New York and Illinois and 
Massachusetts, even, saw their schoolhouse doors close in the faces 
of little children; but North Carolina kept her schools open and 
guaranteed eight months’ schooling to every child—in the country 
as well as in the cities. We will build on our present system back 
to a position as proud and as high as that held by any other state 
in the Union as soon as we get out from under this depression. 


You asked that your children be transported to school. It will 
interest you to know that North Carolina transports more children 
to school than any other state in the Union, and last year trans- 
ported over 250,000 a day—one-seventh of all the children trans- 
ported in the United States. Think of that. (Applause.) 


You asked, my good friends, you asked that the Department 
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of Conservation and Development be manned, be reorganized, by 
scientifically qualified experts; and today that is so much the fact 
that no voice in North Carolina is raised in criticism of the organ- 
ization of that department, and its bitterest critics have been forc- 
ed to admit that it is functioning in a scientific and highly satisfac- 
tory way. You asked that your Revenue Department be made not 
simply a receiving but a collecting agency. I am proud to tell you 
tonight that that, too, has been accomplished and, although the 
number of employees has been reduced, it is functioning today as 
a collecting agency and collecting a higher percentage of revenue 
at a lower cost than has ever been done in North Carolina—dless 
than two per cent. to collect your revenues. (Applause.) 


You asked that your highway system be maintained; and, ‘al- 
though, in the face of what looked like a critical situation, your 
legislature gave $7,000,000 to maintain $58,000,000 of highway— 
about one-half of what had been expended under normal conditions, 
that department has carried on and your highway system has been 
and will be preserved. You asked that prisoners no longer be a 
charge on the State but be required to earn their own keep. Iam 
happy to tell you tonight that, for the first time since the days of 
Aycock, as I recall it, the combined Highway and Prison Depart- 
ment, brought about by administration suggestion and administra- 
tion effort, is functioning today in a way so that the prison de- 
partment is paying its own way and will next year be no longer 
charge on the taxpayers of North Carolina in any particular. 


You asked (and I am trying just to call your attention to a 
few of these things) that the farmers be given an opportunity for 
a fair deal. I am proud to say that this administration has played 
its humble part in such an effort, that today tobacco is selling at 
the highest price that it has been known to sell for in years, that 
peanuts were brought to a higher price level, that cotton, too, has 
brought a high yield, and that for the first time the farmers of 
North Carolina are receiving something near a just return for their 
effort—and North Carolina’s prosperity depends to a large degree 
upon the farmers. 


You asked for cooperation in an effort to build a parkway in 
the West and to prevent erosion in the Piedmont. Your adminis- 
tration (your servant always) has been happy to cooperate in these 
efforts. 


Those are a few of the things that your State Government has 
been trying to do for you. I ask you if they are not sufficient to 
command your support and your sympathetic indulgence. Your 
government is your servant. Your government wishes to be your 
servant, and those who hold positions in the government have no 
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desire (the State government, I mean) than to serve the interests 
of the people at all times. It is your State as well as my State, 
and you love it as you know I love it. It is a privilege to have a 
chance to serve it; it is a rare privilege to be afforded an oppor- 
tunity to stand shoulder to shoulder with those who are trying to 
do something for it. Time was when the State flag floated above 
even the Stars and Stripes, and the boys of ’61 to 65’ cherished and 
loved that State flag above even the flag which is on the right. I 
am one of those who, like you, love that starry flag; I love its every 
star and I love its every stripe, and I know you do. Each and 
every one of us would be proud to do what we could in sacrifice to 
promote its welfare and the welfare of those who live under it. 
But I love another flag, too, and I want you to love it and to help 
me in my effort to serve it. It is the flag which is at my left. It 
has a single star on a blue field. It has a broad stripe of red and 
a broader stripe of white. It has two dates, symbolic of two great 
events in the history of a liberty-loving people. It is emblamatic 
of the greatest state in the American commonwealth—North Car- 
olina. (Applause.) I ask you to help me serve that flag. I ask 
you to help me put down the carping criticism of those who are 
unwilling to sacrifice for it. I glory to see a man display in front 
of his place of business the Blue Eagle, symbolic of his devotion 
to our nation, and I want to see our citizens display not only the 
Blue Eagle but the flag of North Carolina. Let’s love it; let’s 
serve it; let’s be ready to sacrifice for it, even though it does cost 
a penny here or a penny there. As long as we know those pennies 
are going for the upbuilding of worth-while institutions in the 
State, for the saving of its educational efforts, for the saving of 
its schools, for the saving of its credit and its honor, then, under 
God, can not we count upon those who love North Carolina, as I 
know you men do, to stand by the flag and make such sacrifices 
as are necessary to sustain it? 
I thank you. (Prolonged applause.) 


President Palmer: Ladies and gentlemen, I know we ail ap- 
preciate the grand speech which the Governor has made us. 


At this time I want to recognize Mr. Sherwood Brockwell. 
Mr. Brockwell: Mr. President, Your Excellency, Ladies and 
Gentlemen: 

I shall not undertake to thank you, sir, for that masterpiece 
you have delivered here, but I say God pity any man or woman 
who heard that wonderful speech who can leave here without being 
a better North Carolinian and a better American. Governor Eh- 
ringhaus, we thank you, not only for coming here, but for the fact 
that you are the only man who ever came to us before being elected 
Governor and came back to us after being elected Governor. (Ap- 
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plause.) 

Governor Ehringhaus, you have been introduced to this audi- 
ence, and I want to speak about them to you. The very quintes- 
sence of your address is about the economic conditions of the great 
State of North Carolina. Sitting out there are men who have not 
only banded themselves together to be a protective agency for the 
State of North Carolina which has reduced the fire loss in this 
State to (last year) $1,500,000 and has kept North Carolina, for 
the last twelve years, the lowest-per-capita-loss state in the South- 
ern States—not only have they done that; but they have helped 
build everything worth-while in the State of North Carolina; and 
I may say, sir, that you will find them one-hundred-per-cent behind 
you in every worthy endeavor that you, as Governor or as private 
citizen, encourage for the betterment of North Carolina. Just day 
before yesterday, by the efforts of these men, insurance prem- 
ium on every hundred dollars of insurance in North Carolina was 
cut eight cents under every other Southeastern state. 


I must correct one or two statements that the Governor made. 
The General Assembly of North Carolina had nothing to do with 
the splendid price that the tobacco farmers are getting for their 
product nor with the price the peanut farmers are getting for their 
product, nor with the price the cotton farmers are getting for their 
product. John C. B. Ehringhaus did it. (Applause) He is going 
down in history as the greatest economic investment the State of 
North Carolina has ever made. (Applause) I want to say that, 
of all the accomplishments his administration has made, of all that 
he has personally made, this is the one we cherish most, that this 
afternoon, at our Dutch supper, it was not the Governor of the 
State of North Carolina, but it was John Ehringhaus down there 
with us firemen and our wives and children; and I want to make a 
motion that we elect, here tonight, John C. B. Ehringhaus as hon- 
orary member of the North Carolina Firemen’s Association. 


This motion was seconded by Mr. Maurice Fleishman, of Fay- 
etteville, and several other members. The President called for a 
rising vote, and the audience rose, with cheers. 

Governor Ehringhaus: Boys, may I say one word more to 
you? 

A Member: You can have an hour and a half tonight. 

The Governor: You know, I appreciate that more than any- 
thing else you could do. You know, one thing we enjoy is to get 
away from our official position occasionally. I want you to know 
that I am very happy in the acceptance of this honor, because it 
shows you understand what is in my heart and that I want to be 
one of the boys. And I want to tell you that, now you have taken 
me in as an honorary member, you are never going to get rid of 
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me. 

President Palmer: Gentlemen, this meeting tonight was set 
aside for a round-table discussion of matters of interest to the 
North Carolina State Firemen’s Association. I shall be glad to 
recognize any of you if you have any problems confronting you 
which you wish to bring before this session. 


Mr, ————————————_:_ I think while this crowd is in such 
good humor we are in a right receptive mood to finish the business 
we left unfinished today. What about the question we left unde- 
termined, as to whether the little towns in North Carolina can in- 
vite this Association another year? 


The matter before you now is this. If you down at Fayette- 
ville determine to invite us to your city next year, are we going to 
see in our program that they are going to offer trophies instead of 
money prizes? Let’s settle this matter tonight, and tomorrow we 
can do something else. 

A Member: Read the resolution. 


Mr. ———____—_—__—————: The resolution is as given by 
our State President, that at the next convention of the North Car- 
olina State Firemen’s Association we should offer trophies rather 
than offer cash prizes for the races.. That is the resolution, brief- 
ly, and it will be for you to accept or reject it. At the present 
time there is no law in North Carolina requiring that you give any 
amount of money for prizes, but custom has dictated it, and our 
good friends in Charlotte this year are giving away the sum of 
$1,100, which they went out and asked the good citizens of their 
town to donate. The other proposition is that trophies be given. 
If you win three in succession, the State of North Carolina will 
give you a larger one, so that you can take it home and have it to 
look at as long as you live, and your children can look at it as long 
as they live, and on and on and on. 


A Member: Do I understand that the resolution provided for 
a money prize, or a trophy? 


The President: The resolution is that the town entertaining 
the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association be allowed to give 
trophies instead of money prizes. 


Gentlemen, this motion was made this afternoon and properly 
seconded. The gentleman who made the motion asked that it be 
left open to another session. If there is no other discussion, we 
will take a vote on it. 


Secretary Miller: Mr. President and members of this organi- 
zation: I tried to explain this afternoon the object of this resolu- 
tion, but it was hot, and some of you had gone, and now I want to 
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go over the same ground again. In our deliberations we want ev- 
erybody to have a voice. This is requested of you by your execu- 
tive officers, so that we may know your feeling in this matter and 
what you want to do, and they will carry out your desire and wish. 


For three or four years the size of this organization has grown 
to the extent that it costs money to entertain us. Beginning in 
1914, this Association appropriated annually $500 from its treas- 
ury, which goes to the town, to help bear the expense of our tour- 
naments. Since 1914 (save the years 1918 and 1919, during the 
war) this money has gone to the towns in which we met. When 
we were getting good, the towns tried to outbid each other, and, 
instead of giving $500 or $750 or $900 or $1,000, it has grown to 
the sum of $1,125 in the City of Charlotte. That was a noble act 
on the part of our hosts. Besides the amounts that the towns have 
put up, it has eost-your State Association more than $9,000 out of 
its general fund. Can we afford to ask our hosts of the future to 
furnish anywhere from $1,000 to $3,000? I understand that today 
the citizens of the City of Charlotte are spending around $3,500 for 
our entertainment. Now, that is not right. We appreciate the ef- 
forts that are made, but for the last three or four years we have 
gone begging to get an invitation to a town. It is because of the 
hard times, we say. We want to get away from talking hard 
times, but yet that is what confronts us. Your Executive Com- 
mittee has had to go out and seek and persuade and beg the towns 
to let us come there and hold our meeting. That is not right. Any 
set of men who are willing to die that others may live have no right 
to go out in North Carolina and beg for a place to hold their an- 
nual convention. We are up against a crisis. As men, let’s settle 
this matter. We always have settled our affairs; let’s settle this. 
Let’s take no advantage of the boys and the teams who are here; 
let’s take no advantage of the men who are not entering these con- 
tests; but let’s be fair; let’s settle it; and let’s try it for a year or 
two one way or the other. I predict, unless we'can reduce our ex- 
penses, instead of offering prizes of $100, $75 and $50, they will 
be $50, $85 and $25. The Executive Committee is in good faith 
with you. We know what we are up against. This thing has been 
discussed by them and with them for one or two years. Let’s try 
it for a year or two. We can legislate to suit ourselves at any an- 
nual meeting. We have never had a falling out; we are a unit, and 
in unity there is strength. We have demonstrated, as has been 
said from this platform today by the speakers, that we are worth 
while in North Carolina. I beg you, in the presence of our dis- 
tinguished Governor tonight, to let’s settle it so that invitations 
can be extended before we leave this floor. And it can be settled. 
We are denying ourselves the privilege of going to places to which 
we should like to go. Because there are towns to which we should 
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like to go, and can not go, does not mean that the people of those 
towns are not interested in us; they are vitally interested in us and 
want us to come, but they tell us frankly that they can not finance 
its 

I don’t want to make any more appeals to you. If there is 
any question you want answered, ask it. Let’s meet it face to face. 
You know what it is. We know what it is; let’s settle it, and we 
shall be happy. My contention to you is this: let’s try it for a 
year or two; and if we get back on our feet, as we once were, then 
we can legislate to do otherwise. 

» I thank you. 


Mr. Creasman, Tryon: I represent a small town. We are not 
able, financially, to invite the North Carolina State Firemen’s As- 
sociation to meet with us; we shall never be, as long as this money 
question is at stake. I have been studying over the question this 
afternoon, and I have come to this conclusion. We belong to an 
organization that was started as a volunteer organization. Many 
of us are still volunteers. We answer an alarm at any time of the 
day or night. It interferes with our business; it interferes with 
our sleep. We risk our lives. And I don’t see that any men in 
such an organization as this can expect any town in North Caro- 
lina to pay them for doing anything. 


Mr. R. C. Whitley: I move that we go on record to this ex- 
tent: That we accept the invitation of any town to be their guests, 
be the hospitality what it might. I offer that as a subsitute mo- 
tion. 

This substitute motion received several seconds. 

President Palmer: The substitute motion will be taken up 
first. If you should adopt that, it does away with the necessity of 
voting on the other motion. The motion before the house is that 
the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association go on record that 
when we accept an invitation to visit a town we be their guests and 
accept their hospitality, be it what it might. 

The motion was carried. 


The President; If there is no other business to come up, I 
will entertain a motion to adjourn. 

No other business appearing, I declare the meeting adjourned 
in honor of Governor Ehringhaus and Press Harper. 

The evening session adjourned at eight-forty P. M. 


WEDNESDAY, AUGUST 15TH 


The North Carolina State Firemen’s Association met in the 
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State Theater, Charlotte, for its memorial session, and, after an 
organ prelude, was called to order by the President at 9:30 o’clock 
A. M. 

President Palmer: My friends, this part of the program is 
set aside by the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association to pay 
respect to the memory of the departed brothers who have passed 
during the year. 


The Reverend Dr. W. L. Griggs, pastor of the Ninth Avenue 
Baptist Church, Charlotte, will deliver the prayer. 


Rev. W. L. Griggs: O God, our Heavenly Father, the father 
of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, in Whose name we come to 
Thee this morning with gratitude in our hearts for all the bless- 
ings of life; we thank Thee that we are living today. We have 
met this morning to think of those who have departed this life 
during the past year. We thank Thee, our Father, for them; we 
thank Thee for their faithfulness; we thank Thee for our com- 
radeship with them, and we think of them this morning as our 
comrades on the other side of the river. We pray that we may be 
like them, faithful and true in the service we render. 


We pray Thy blessing, our Father, upon the Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation of this State. We pray Thee to bless the towns and cities 
from which these representatives come. Wilt Thou bless their loved 
ones at home; wilt Thou bless them in the proceedings of their con- 
vention today; wilt Thou bless everything they do. Wilt Thou 
help us, we pray, to be thankful for the wonderful service they ren- 
der. We thank Thee for their wonderful heroism and courage; we 
thank Thee for their chivalry and for their bravery. Help us al- 
ways to be true to our better selves in a crisis. We pray Thee to 
bless them and bless us. We pray Thee that we may finally be in 
heavenly bliss and glory and be with our Lord throughout eternity. 
These blessings we ask, with forgiveness of our sins, in the name 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. 


The Firemen’s Quartet sang “Lead, Kindly Light.” 

President Palmer: The Reverehd Herbert Spaugh, pastor of 
the Moravian Church in this City, will read the Twenty-third 
Psalm. 


The Reverend Mr. Spaugh then read the Twenty-third Psalm. 

President Palmer: At this time Chief Frank Bennett will ren- 
der a solo. 

Mr. Bennett sang “In the Land of Endless Day.” 

The President: The Secretary will now call the roll of the 
deceased members. 


The roll of deceased members was called by Secretary Miller, 
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after which the Firemen’s Chorus sang the first stanza of “In the 
_ Cross of Christ I Glory.” 


The President: At this time Dr. Luther Little, pastor of the 
First Baptist Church of Charlotte, will deliver the memorial ad- 
dress. 


ADDRESS 


x *K * &* 
Rey. Luther Little, Charlotte 


“The Last Long Run” is the theme which I employ this morn- 
ing in memory of these seventeen men. 


First, it was a run for which there was a preparation. These 
firemen were experts. They had trained themselves in the great 
things which they were accomplishing in the world. They did not 
go out from our world as men who were half prepared even for the 
work of this life, and for that last long run to eternity these men 
were ready as they were ready for the work that they accomplished 
here. And as this day we honor their memories, we honor men 
who were capable for this life and capable for the life to come. 


But, again, this last long run, as well as the runs that they 
made in this life, was for the benefit of the public and of the peo- 
ple. They were public benefactors; they were men who not only 
protected property, but they protected life; and the world is poorer 
and economics is poorer because these men have passed away, for 
in their work in life they were working for you and for me and for 
the good people of this goodly State. So then it was a run that 
they made for the public weal in the life in which they lived. We 
could not say truly that that last great run to eternity was for the 
publie good, for we miss them, except that it was good in this way, 
that they showed us how to die as well as how to live; and, as 
many men accomplish as much or more in their death than in their 
living, so it was true of these seventeen men. In this matter they 
were like our Master Christ Jesus, Who accomplished His great- 
est work when He gave up the ghost. 


But, in the third place, this last long run was a run of bravery. 
I would not lay my lips to a single sentence today to disparage the 
bravery of the men who died in Flanders Field or climbing San 
Juan Hill. Those were brave men, to be sure, but right beside 
them are these men who fought for life and property against the 
flames. No braver men ever died than those who have died in this 
great craft and those who are still living. A man said to me in 
Baltimore some years ago—a man who had gone through the burn- 
ing of that great city: “Everybody was depressed and was silent 
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until they came upon that great army of firemen who stood there 
fighting that fire, for the life and property of their fellow citizens. © 
They then went home reassured.” So it was with these brave men 
when it came to the last long run. Never did they show the white 
feather. They were as brave in death as in life. It was a run of 
bravery. ; 


Again, it was a long run for a crown, not for a reward. There 
is a difference between crowning and rewarding. Reward may be 
passed out in gold or silver—material things. But the jewels of 
the crown are rarer. In the old Olympic games, men ran not for 
a reward but for a simple olive wreath, a thing of no material 
value. They were not paid. You can not be paid. So these men 
made that last long run for that kind of crown and the hearts of 
nearly three million people today in this State lay their gratitude 
at the feet of these seventeen silent firemen. 


But not only was that true; as they made this last long run 
they handed the torch to their fellows as they went down the road. 
They took time to give an example and to give the word to the 
others that were living. So these firemen that live and that guard 
our property and our lives in this State today have received from 
the silent hands of these seventeen men a torch which inspires 
them and leads their road to a finer living and better life; and 
every man that has lived and died in the year that has gone by, 
emptying our different fire stations of their presence, has passed 
on a golden life, brilliant and beautiful, to the men who are still 
carrying on; and the inspiration of these men who are silent today 
will be the inspiration of this convention and the great enterprise 
which it represents throughout this State and throughout the 
world. From their hands came the torch for these others. 


But then, again, this last long run is done now on earth. The 
long, long trail up yonder is in God’s eternity. They rest from 
their labors, but their good works and good deeds and influences 
follow after them as they walk down the trail of years and make 
the run throughout that eternity which will never end. And I bare 
my head and I uncover my heart this morning to those gallant, gal- 
lant fellows that lived for you and lived for me while they lived in 
this world; and we bring to them the crownings of our hearts; 
their memories are ever fresh and their names are perennial in our 
thinking. We can not forget them. Their wives and their chil- 
dren and their parents are not the only ones today who grieve at 
their going. Thousands and millions of people think of them in 
this memorial today. And if they could send down a message from 
that last long trail in eternity, I think it would be like this: 
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“So live that when thy summons comes to join 

Th’ innumerable caravan of them that moves 

To that mysterious realm, 

Thou go not like the quarry slave at night, 

Scourged to his dungeon, but as one who wraps 
The draperies of his couch about him and lies down 
To pleasant dreams.” 


The Firemen’s Chorus sang “Nearer My God to Thee.” 

President Palmer: The Reverned E. E. Snow, pastor of the 
Brevard Street Methodist Episcopal Church, Charlotte, will pro- 
nounce the benediction, after which the Firemen’s Chorus will sing 
“God Be With You Till We Meet Again.” 


Rev. E. E. Snow: And now may the God of peace, who brought 
again from the dead our Lord Jesus Christ, that great Shepherd of 
the sheep, through the blood of the everlasting covenant make you 
perfect in every good work to do His will, working in you that 
which is well pleasing in His sight, through Jesus Christ, to Whom 
be glory both now and forever. 


The Firemen’s Chorus sang “God Be With You Till We Meet 
Again.” 

The memorial meeting then adjourned, at ten-fifteen o’clock 
A. M. 
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CLOSING SESSION 
WEDNESDAY, AUGUST 15, 11 A. M. 


The final business session was held in the auditorium of the 
Central High School, beginning at eleven A. M. 


President Palmer: I am going to call this meeting to order, 
because we have started every session on time and I don’t want to 
break the record. 


At this time we are going to call the roll of the delegates who 
were not here yesterday. So be right quiet, boys, so we can get 
through with this meeting and have time to get ready for the pa- 
rade this afternoon. 


Secretary Miller: I am going to call the roll of those towns 
that did not answer yesterday. The law says that in order to par- 
ticipate in the firemen’s benefit insurance you must be represented 
at this meeting. Now, that is not a rule of our making; that is the 
law on the statute books of North Carolina, and Mr. Boney has to 
be governed by that in the Insurance Department. 

Mr. Miller then called the roll. 


The Secretary: I want to report to the convention that Bre- 
vard, Fremont, Hertford, Warrenton, Boone. and Wrightsville 
Beach did not answer to the roll call and seem not to be represent- 
ed at this convention. 


The President: At this time I want to recognize Sherwood 
Brockwell. 


Mr. Sherwood Brockwell: It looks like a sin and a shame to 
be recognized so many times, but this time I really have some- 
thing to say to you. 


Gentlemen, some years ago it was my pleasure to attend the 
South Carolina Firemen’s Association at Orangeburg. At that 
time the originator of the South Carolina Association was alive, 
and the originator of the North Carolina Association was alive, 
and the late lamented James D. McNeill, and Louie Behrens, of 
Charleston, South Carolina. Now, this is a letter from Mr. Mc- 
Neill and was probably the last official act he performed. That is, 
this letter was written on the morning of the day he died, and he 
was found dead a few hours later. (Mr. Brockwell exhibits the 
said letter.) 


We are glad this morning to have with us Mr. A. McA. Marsh, 
of Columbia, President of the South Carolina Firemen’s Associa- 
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tion. Mr. Marsh, will you please stand up? Some of you boys 
escort him to the platform. 


You boys think you have some rip-snorters in this organiza- 
tion, but whenever the balance of the world leaves off, South Car- 
olina begins. I present Chief Marsh, of the South Carolina Fire- 
men’s Association. 


Mr. A. McA. Marsh, President, South Carolina Firemen’s As- 
sociation, Columbia, S. C.: 


It is a pleasure to be with you here tody. Just as Mr. Brock- 
well indicated a few minutes ago, about the feeling between the 
two states, so it is with South Carolina. We disregard the line be- 
tween the two states when it comes to the firemen’s association, 
and we hope you will always feel welcome to our meetings. This 
morning, while talking to your President a few minutes, just after 
my arrival, something was said about having a joint meeting of the 
two associations. Any time you feel like coming to our State for 
a joint meeting, we shall be glad to have you meet in any town of 
the State. (Applause.) 


President Palmer: Gentlemen, the meeting is open for the 
discussion of new business. If any of you have anything to bring 
up, I trust you will do it. 


Vice-President Long: Mr. President, brother firemen, ladies 
and gentlemen: I have a resolution that I want to put before the 
convention. It came to me some time ago, after I had been to Ral- 
eigh to attend the unveiling of a portrait in the Hall of History. 
I noticed then that there is no portrait of our leader there, and it 
seemed to me that we should have a portrait of our originator 
there. I took up the matter with the authorities, and they state 
they would be glad to have a portrait if we would put in a respec- 
table one. I spoke to the family, and they gladly accepted. So I 
want to offer the following motion: 


Resolved; That the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation take advantage, at some future time, of the privilege of 
placing in the North Carolina Hall of History a portrait of the late 
James D. McNeill, and that we attend the unveiling of such por- 
trait. 


I may say that arrangements have been made through Mr. 
George McNeill, and his family, and they want to have the picture 
painted. If the family does not do it, then we want to do it. 


Now, all those in favor of putting a picture of our founder in 
the Hall of History of North Carolina please say aye. (Chorus of 
“Ayes”.) I am sure there are none opposed. 
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Of course, later it will be necessary to have a committee, and 
we might have Sherwood Brockwell, as chairman, because he is 
right there in Raleigh, and some from neighboring cities, to look 
after this. 

I thank you. 


President Palmer: At this time I wish to recognize the new 
chief of Mooresville, North Carolina. He has served in the legisla- 
ture the last two or three terms. Mr. D. E. Turner, of Mooresville. 
Come up, Chief. (Applause.) 


(Mr. Turner comes to the platform.) . 

I want to recognize, also, another new chief, Mr. Tillinghast, 
of Fayetteville. Stand up, and come up here, Mr. Tillinghast. (Chief 
Tillinghast comes to the platform). 


This is Chief Creasman, of Tryon, North Carolina. 

I present Mr. Evans, from Manteo. 

Is the Hot Springs chief here? (No response.) There is an- 
other chief I want to recognize, and that is Chief Ingram, of High 
Point. 

Mr. Sherwood Brockwell: There are two chiefs in North Car- 
olina who have themselves attended the fire school and who have 
sent their boys. One is Chief Tillinghast, of Fayetteville. I want 
to say that boy made a fine record of his own. The other chief 
who came to the fire school and sent his‘son is Chief O’Brien, of 
Roxboro. 


Last December I sent out a bulletin, and I told you of all the 
commendations so dear to the hearts of the firemen of North Caro- 
lina. I am not going to talk about the firemen now, but about a 
dog. There is a chief named Covington, and he had a dog named 
—__—__—_—_____—_——. I went hunting with him. That dog does not 
stand a bird at all. Instead of that, when he finds a bird he comes 
back and tells the Chief, and then goes back and stands it. We got 
eight birds—eight shots and eight birds. Ned, stand up and tell 
them I am not lying about it. 


Mr. Ned Covington: I think you have said enough. There is 
no need for me to say anything. 


Mr. Brockwell: I am not saying anything about you, but that 
is a good dog of yours. 

President Palmer: I wish to ask Chief Turner to say some- 
thing about the last legislature. 


Chief D. E. Turner, Mooresville: I don’t know what I can say 
about the last legislature; everybody knows about it. 
Chief, we are glad to be down here with you. I belong to the 
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church, and I love my church. Next to that, I don’t know of an 
organization that I belong to that I love more than the Firemen’s 
Association. I am glad to be here and glad to see you. 


Mr. Brockwell: Last night our fine little Jew member, Maurice 
Fleishman, who has made a fine record, was called home by the 
serious illness of his father, and his father died during the night. 
Then another fine man, Walter Blair, who has attended the fire 
school and has taken an active part in this Association, lost his 
mother last night. I bring this up in order that you may take ac- 
tion about sending messages of condolence, if you wish. 


On motion, duly seconded and passed, the Secretary was di- 
rected to wire letters of condolence to Mr. Fleishman and Mr. Blair. 


President Palmer: At this time I recognize the Third Vice- 
President of this Association, Mr. Joyner. 


Mr. R. A. Joyner, Farmville, Third Vice-President: Mr. Presi- 
dent and members of the Associatiin: J have here a resolution 
which I wish to offer for adoption. 


Mr. Joyner then read the said resolution, in reference to Gov- 
ernor Ehringhaus, and moved its adoption. 


Be it resolved that it is the sense of this convention, recorded 
with pleasure, that the government of the State of North Carolina 
has made an exceptionally meritorious, general, and particularly 
fiscal and educational record in the strenuous period of the depres- 
sion. We desire, therefore, to commend our Governor, Hon. J. C. 
B. Ehringhaus, for his distinguished services for the state in this 
trying period, as a result of which the credit of the state has been 
preserved and not a child in the state has been denied public edu- 
cational advantages. 


The motion was duly seconded and was carried unanimously. 

Mr. Albert Jowdy, New Bern: Yesterday afternoon this As- 
sociation went on record as adopting an amendment to the By-laws 
of this organization. First I should like to ask whether amend- 
ments to the Constitution or By-laws shall be by roll call, or not. 


President Palmer: I don’t think it is by roll call; it is by a 
two-thirds vote of the convention. 


Mr. Jowdy: Speaking in behalf of those members who were 
not here yesterday afternoon, I wish to say we feel like there was 
not a two-thirds vote, and therefore I move that we reconsider the 
vote on the amendment about the second and third vice-presidents. 


The President: That was only ratifying the action taken at 
the Salisbury convention. Last year, at Salisbury, the matter was_ 
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brought up on the floor to change the constitution and By-laws and 
provide therein for a second and a third vice-president. That was 
carried unanimously. So when I took office, realizing that the As- 
sociation had passed this unanimously, I recognized the second and 
third vice-presidents as being on the Executive Committee. There 
were no expenses incurred by those men—not a cent; they did not 
have an expense account. This matter was brought to the atten- 
tion of the Association so as to ratify what was done at the Salis- 
bury convention. That was done here yesterday. That is all it 
was—just to protect what was done by the Executive Committee, 
on which those two officers served—just to make it legal. 


Now, to change your Constitution and By-laws, you have to 
bring it up prior to the convention. 


Mr. Jowdy: The reason I brought it up is that yesterday af- 
ternoon this Association was not fully represented. The entire 
delegation was not here. For that reason I bring it up this morn- 
ing. 

The President: Let me say this. Everybody had notice that 


- this convention would be held at a certain time. If they were not 


in their seats, they are out of luck. 


Mr. Brockwell: What was done yesterday had nothing to do 
with changing the Constitution. That was done at the Salisbury 
meeting, by a standing two-thirds vote. What was done yester- 
day was just to correct a little technicality. There were 303 people 
people who voted on it at the Salisbury convention, and we had a 
two-thirds standing vote. This action yesterday was not to change 
the Constitution, but to ratify something done at the time the Con- 
stitution was changed. 


The President: Gentlemen, I should like to say this. There 
are a lot of fellows who do not read the minutes of our Associa- 
tion. If you will look at them, you will find printed in the back 
the Constitution and By-laws. Now, I should like to have every 
man in here, when he goes home, read the Constitution and By- 
laws; and at any time you want to change them, bring it up in due 
time. 

Mr. Jones, Fayetteville: I should like to move that this con- 
vention assembled here today be appointed judge and jury to fin- 
ish that indictment presented yesterday, and that we, as judge and 
jury, find Hendrix Palmer guilty under that indictment, and that 
we adjudge that he be confined for the rest of his natural life in 
the hearts of his fellow members. I make that as a motion. (Ap- 
plause.) 

President Palmer: I should like for the members appointed 
on the Courtesy Committee yesterday to meet up here with the 
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chairman. John G. Lewis was on that committee. 


Chief Jerome Flora, Elizabeth City: It seems at the Salis- 
bury meeting second and third vice-presidents were put in. I 
should like to make a motion and present this as a resolution be- 
fore the house, that the offices of second and third vice-president 
be eliminated. 

Mr. Jowdy: I second that. 


The President: I think your motion is in order and can be 
passed on by the Executive Committee and brought up before the 
next meeting. 

Mr. Flora: I thank you, sir. 


President Palmer: Gentlemen, you have heard the motion 
made by Chief Flora, that the offices of second and third vice-pres- 
ident be abolished. Do you want a roll-call vote on that? 

Voices From Floor: Rising vote. 


The President: Chief Flora, will you consent to a rising vote? 
Mr. Flora: Yes, sir. 


Chief Bennett: Chief Flora, before we take a vote on this, 
why should we not give our reasons for your motion? I am for it, 
and I think we have good reasons. 


Chief Flora: Mr. President, I make that as a resolution to be 
submitted to the Executive Committee, but if you want me to state 
the reasons I will do it. No one cherishes deeper in his heart the 
North Carolina firemen than I do. It is immaterial to me whether 
this is voted down or carried through. But I think it is for your 
own good. I have never yet seen an organization get topheavy 
with officials that the thing did not topple over. Now, for forty- 
seven years you have gotten along with a president, a vice-presi- 
dent, a secretary-treasurer, and a statistician. You have two fine 
men there as second and third vice-presidents. No one knows that 
better than I do. Now, you know that when it comes on to the end 
of a session we get tired, and lots of us go home. So there is a 
fight on the first vice-president. So at the tail end of the meeting, 
when everybody is tired, you are looking around for officers, and 
someone says: “Well, let’s put in Bill Jones over there; he is a nice 
boy.” So he is put in as second vice-president. The same thing 
happens with the third vice-president. Well, when it comes to elect- 
ing a president, I think we ought to advance them, so they move 
on up. Well, it is all right if you get good men, but suppose you 
don’t? Then your organization will go to hell. (Applause.) 

The motion was discussed by another member, the reporter be- 


ing unable to hear his remarks. 
Mr. Bennett: Chief Flora, I think your reasons are good. Also, 
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I think we should adopt it from an economic basis. 


The President: Is there any other discussion? 


Mr. Jowdy: Yes, sir. I wish to say that when I seconded that 
motion I seconded it solely for economic reasons. Your organiza- 
tion will get top-heavy, and it will be too expensive. 


The motion to adopt the resolution abolishing the offices of 
second vice-president and third vice-president was then put to vote 
and was carried. 


President Palmer: We now go into-the election of officers. 
The first officer to be elected is the president. 


Mr. Frank Shaw, Greensboro: Our present officers have guided 
us safely home and have played a wonderful game, and they love 
the Governor and the Governor loves them. I should like to make 
a motion (and I think it is a wise one) that the present officers be 
re-elected for the next coming year—the whole works. 

This motion received several seconds. 


Dr. Long, the First Vice-President, takes the chair. 


President Palmer: Before you vote on this I want to say 
something to you. I have not done anything but my word, and I 
will stick to it. Last year, you remember, when we elected a sec- 
ond and a third vice-president, I said I would recommend that the 
office of president be rotated. I talked to several men in the As- 
sociation, and they asked me not to do it, because, they said, a sit- 
uation might arise sometime when, if the Constitution required that 
the office of president be rotated, it would be bad for the Associa- 
_ tion to do it. I want to make myself clear. I have never asked 
anybody to vote for me, and I am not going to ask you to vote for 
me now. I don’t want anybody to think that I would ask you to 
come to Charlotte with the idea that I might be elevated again. 


Mr. Hildebrand, Canton: Mr. Vice-President, I think Mr. 
Palmer is out of order. He said he did not solicit any votes at 
Salisbury. I had the pleasure of voting for him there. I do not 
believe there is a man in this Association but loves Chief Long. I 
have known him a long time—ever since the Raleigh gang, with 
Sherwood Brockwell, ran away with the prizes. I don’t think the 
President has to go back on his word in order to be re-elected. He 
has absolutely nothing to do with this matter. 


A Member: I move that the nominations be closed. 


Mr. Bennett: I second that. I am for Chief Palmer, and he 
has nothing to do with this vote, and he does not have to go back 
on his word. 
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Mr? = Are you ready for the question #7All 
of you fellows rise. Let’s make it unanimous. 
The officers were re-elected by a unanimous rising vote. 


President Palmer: I certainly appreciate this honor you have 
bestowed on me for another year. I had the pleasure last year of 
visiting many of the fire stations, and I hope this year to revisit 
them and visit the others I have not been to yet. I thank you. 
(Applause.) 


Secretary Miller: Mr. President, I want to make one simple 
statement. It seems as if the presidents for the last several years 
have felt that the honor of being president of this organization has 
sufficed them to the extent that they go down in their pockets and 


pay their own expenses when they visit you boys. For the last 
several years I have not been permitted to issue a warrant to the 
extent of a single penny to pay them for the time that they have 
left their homes and their departments and gone out in the inter- 
ests of this Association. I fear that you don’t know that, and in 
justice to these men that I speak of I want you to know that is the 
truth. (Applause.) 


A Member: Would it be out of order to make a motion that 
the President of the Association be paid for his trips? 


President Palmer: I will take care of that. Much obliged to 
you. (Applause.) 


The President: The next thing before the convention is the 
next place of meeting. Have we any invitations? 


The Secretary: Yes, sir. Mr. President, I wish to read this 
invitation for our next annual convention. (Mr. Miller then read 
letters from the Mayor of Hamlet, the Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment, the American Legion, etc.) 


The President: Have we any other invitations? 


Mr. Joyner, Marmville: Mr. President, I move that we leave 
the matter of selecting the next meeting place to the Executive 
Committee, and that we thank Hamlet for the invitation. 

This motion was seconded and passed. 


Mr. Bennett: If any of these towns want to put in a bid dur- 
ing the next few weeks or months, can they do that? 


The President: Yes. It is left to the Executive Committee. 

Is the Courtesy Committee ready to report? 

Mr. Brockwell: They are out there working now. I move 
while we are waiting for the Courtesy Committee Frank Bennett 
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sing a song. 


Mr. Bennett: Some of you fellows will be dreaming about 
this mug of mine; you have seen it so much. I believe I will sing 
you a little Scotch ditty. Some of you have heard it before, but I 
will sing it again. (Mr. Bennett then sang a song.) 


The President: We have tried to arrange a good parade for 
you this afternoon. We have seven bands, so we should have plenty 
of music. 


I.recognize now Mr. Victor Shaw, who is chairman of the Pa- 
rade Committee. 


Mr. Victor Shaw: I want to congratulate you on the re-elec- 
tion of this good-looking bunch of men. I didn’t know you had 
such good-looking firemen outside of Charlotte. 


We are going to have this parade this afternoon at four-thirty 
promptly. We are going to start from Morehead Street as near 
four-thirty as possible. Be there at four o’clock, so we can start 
at four-thirty. 


~ 


The President: Gentlemen, I want to introduce to you a man 
whom everyone in this audience, I believe, has heard over the radio.. 
He is going to broadcast our parade this afternoon. He wants 
every unit in the parade to put a sign on the side of its car, so he 
can tell the public what it is. This is Grady Cole, announcer for 
WBT. 

Mr. Cole: Gentlemen, I want to congratulate you upon re- 
electing your present President. I can not make a speech but just 
want to say you have had a good convention. I have never met as 
fine fellows in my life as I have down here this time. I hope you 
have a good time. If you get a chance, drop by the station and 
meet the folks up there. 


This afternoon I want to meet as many of you as I can and 
tell the folks back home you are there. The more noise you make 
when you pass, the more noise the people on the street will make, 
and it will sound that much bigger to the folks back home. It is 
getting so you can not make much noise in these conventions, be- 
cause of politics. (Laughter; applause.) 


Mr. Sherwood Brockwell: Honesty is a very fine thing, but 
every now and then it is a nuisance. We have a fellow here who 
some twenty-five years ago got into a muddle and needed a man to 
take the place of chief. Some twenty-five years later he got in 
another muddle and needed a chief and put in the son of the for- 
mer chief. This is Dick Leach, of Washington, who followed his 
father as chief. 
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Mr. Frank Bennett: I should like to offer a resolution that we 
extend a unanimous vote of thanks to Dr. Long for the beautiful 
words that he has set to music and dedicated to the North Caro- 
lina Firemen’s Association. I also move that these words be print- 
ed in the minutes of this meeting. I want to say, Dr. Long, that 
the words are very fitting and I appreciate the song very much. It 
was very well done yesterday by the Glee Club. 


The President: Everybody rise. 
The motion was carried by a rising vote. 


Mr. Burkett, Salisbury; Last year, at Salisbury, the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association unanimously adopted a reso- 
lution relative to the working hours of the firemen. This resolu- 
tion is the same as that in force in South Carolina. Chief McMarsh 
is here, and I should like him to explain what that has done in 
South Carolina. I move that we hear from Mr. Marsh. 

(Motion seconded and passed.) 


President Palmer: Chief Marsh, will you explain that? 


Mr. Marsh, Columbia, 8. C.: Our firemen work twelve hours 
and are off twelve; that is a State law. We can not work firemen 
more than twelve hours except in case of emergency. Now, if we 
have every man that is on duty is out at a fire, the men off duty 
are subject to call, in case of emergency. If every man is out at 
a fire, that would constitute an emergency. That would allow the 
chief to call those off duty back to the station. Now, that happens 
in my city, the second largest city in South Carolina, about eight 
times a year, usually at night, between two and three o’clock. 


In fire-prevention week we ask the men to come back on duty. 
We can not take the men off duty to make the inspections. We do 
not have enough men, anyhow. But the men off duty never refuse. 
It is left to them, but they never refuse. 


What does it do? It gives us better firemen. When a man 
stays off duty twelve hours and comes back, he is fresh; he is real- 
ly worth two men to you. That is our experience amongst the 
larger towns that are working the firemen twelve hours. Now, 
this law touches any town of fifteen thousand population or more; 
under that it does not touch them. We have some towns with vol- 
unteer firemen with fifteen thousand or more that only have two 
drivers. When it comes to fifteen thousand population, we force 
two more men in there. We find it to be worth a great deal. 


I am not in favor of the eight-hour shift; that is, on eight and 
off sixteen. The reason is this: we have found it gives the fireman 
too much idle time; it allows the man to get into trouble. In the 
State of Florida we have watched it very closely. In my depart-

ment we work the men thirteen hours on the night shift and eleven 
hours on the day shift. The law says twelve and twelve, but that 
suits the men better; it suits the meals at home better. It is left 
entirely with the men. In the Charleston Fire Department they 
work them forty-eight hours, and then they are off for forty-eight 
hours. 

Now, in our department we try to have each man have a relief 
man. If a man wants to come on an hour early, to let another man 
off early, that is all right. He takes the same place on the truck, 
etc. If a man wants to go somewhere in particular, or get off and 
go fishing, then he calls in his relief man. 


Mr. Bennett: That does not affect the salary, does it? 


Mr. Marsh: No, sir, does not affect the salary at all. 

Secretary Miller: The motion that Assistant Chief Burkett 
made was acted upon last year, in the city of Salisbury. It was 
offered to the convention, and the convention adopted it. You will 
find the adoption of that resolution on page 85, which fixed twelve 
continuous hours as the maximum. So this was adopted last year. 


Mr. Burkett: I did not make a motion that we adopt that res- 
olution. I moved that the President appoint a special legislative 
committee. 


President Palmer: I wish to present Mr. Ballard, from the 
Southeastern Underwriters’ Association. 


Mr. Ballard: I just want to answer a few questions. This 
work is sponsored by the Southeastern Underwriters’ Association, 
the Insurance Association, and the Factory 
Association. They give you my services free 
of charge to instruct you in the use of the tools. Their services 
are absolutely free. I want to impress that upon you. All we re- 
quest of your city is to furnish labor to operate this equipment 
and, in the event of any breakage, to replace it. This is usually 
very low. 


We have just completed the City of Charlotte. I wish to say 
something about the private fire protection. The mills are coop- 
erating, and we find they are very anxious to have their fittings 
brought to standard size. We have found them very cooperative. 
We take them on the same basis as the cities. 


Mr. Brockwell: The only cost is labor? 


Mr. Ballard: Yes, sir, the only cost is the labor. 

Mr. Hildebrand, Canton: In Canton we have the Champion 
Fiber Company. When Mr. Ballard came there, the Mayor and 
Board of Aldermen jumped at the chance to have the town’s equip- 
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ment standardized. In the Champion Fiber Company, I think I 
am correct in saying, they have fifty ———_———__—_————_.. When 
we took it up with the secretary, they did not even ask the cost 
of changing. 


When you look at that fellow up there, he looks like one of 
these drug store fellows, but when he starts out to work he does 
not know when to quit. With the four men that I gave him, he 
did not only change the Company’s couplings in two days, but did 
all the rest of the work. It is worth any town’s or any private 
concern’s money to have that standardization made. 

Mr. Brockwell: If any of you want to have your hose standar- 
dized, when you get back tell your mayor and your board of alder- 
men about it. If there is any doubt about it, drop me a line, and I 
will arrange to go down there and appear before them with you, 
because this Association has gone on record in favor of it. I will 
keep in touch with this boy and know where to find him. 


President Palmer: We will now have the report of the Cour- 
tesy Committee. 


The report of the Courtesy Committee was read by Mr. Whit- 
ley. 

The State Firemen’s Association in Convention assembled do 
hereby thank the citizens of Charlotte for wonderful hospitality 
shown us while our stay in your beautiful city, which was thor- 
oughly enjoyed by all of us, it being one of the most enjoyable 
events in our lives. We also wish to thank the ministers and Dr. 
Frazer, president of Queens-Chicora Coilege,. for the generous ser- 
vices rendered us, this service materially aiding us in putting on 
our program, which was one of the best in the history of our As- 
socition. 

We especially wish to thank the Mayor and his staff, the press, 
Police Department, and WBT for their courtesy and generosity 
shown us during this Convention. 


And the Governor of North Carolina, who so loyally champions 
the cause of the firemen at and under all circumstances, we take 
great pleasure in thanking for his very instructive address..- 


Last, but by no means least, to Chief Palmer and his loyal fire- 
men of the City of Charlotte, we wish to express our lasting ap- 
preciation and thanks for their untiring efforts in making this the 
greatest convention of all times.

Courtesy Committee. 
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Secretary Miller: Gentlemen, you have heard the resolution 
offered by the Courtesy Committee. What is your desire? 

On motion, duly sconded and passed, the resolution of thanks 
was adopted. 


Mr. Miller: One minute; I want to give you something. If 
you come over to Concord, to the biggest fair in the Southern 
States, the second week in October, if you will come over to the 
fire department I will give you all the tickets you need to admit 
you and your family. (Applause.) 


Mr. Bennett: For our benefit, I should like to ask that a com- 
mittee be appointed to take action relative to the two-platoon sys- 
tem—to investigate the matter and see if we could get an enact- 
ment to require that two-platoon system. I should like for that 
committee to find out what can be done through legislative action. 
I believe there are a number of cities and towns that could afford 
that that do not have it. 4 

I wish to thank Chief McMarsh, too. 


President Palmer: I wish to announce that I shall not ap- 
point any of the timers for the races at present, but I will have 
some out there. 


Mr. Brockwell: I have been sitting here thinking: The first 
address I was privileged to make to this Association was in Win- 
ston-Salem in 1914. In that address I brought out the fact that 
one gallon of gasoline, properly compressed and at the right tem- 
perature, has the explosive force of 82.2 pounds of dynamite. I 
believe, through the wonderful address made here yesterday morn- 
ing by the President of Queens College, and through the subse- 
quent events, we have shown that the North Carolina Firemen’s 
Association, besides being the most outstanding fire-fighting or- 
ganization in the country, has made an enviable record of being of 
extreme value to the State of North Carolina even though they 
are not fighting fire—that their work has resulted in a marked re- 
duction in the fire loss—and in the amount of insurance premiums 
paid to the insurance companies. While some of you may think 
that last night I was overdoing the thing, I wanted to impress that 
on the mind of our Governor. 


There is one thing existing in the State of North Carolina. I 
am referring to the wholesale activities of the various oil com- 
panies. They are now not only admitting but are advertising the 
fact that one gallon of their gasoline will raise the Empire State 
Building fourteen feet, that one gallon of their gasoline will raise 
the Sphinx twelve feet, and so on down the line. In other words, 
where you have five, ten, or fifteen thousand gallons of gasoline 
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stored inside your city limits, except where it is stored in the most 
scientific manner known, there is not only the possibility but a 
grave probability that you will wake up some morning and find 
their prediction coming true, and that will not only raise the Em- 
pire State Building but will blow every man, woman, and child in 
your town to smithereens and to kingdom come. Now, the law al- 
lows you to seek out and remove anything that will be dangerous 
to your town. When you go back home, look around and, if you 
find in your town a condition that is liable to start the worst fire 
and result in the greatest holocaust in the history of your town, try 
to put that law into effect. You can not keep on flirting with the 
undertaker all the time. One town in North Carolina has two hun- 
dred thousand gallons of gasoline stored in it. There was a race 
riot there one time, and some of the negroes said: “We don’t need 
any dynamite; all we need is a hole in that tank.” 


President Palmer: If there is no further business, I will en- 
tertdin a motion to adjourn. 


On motion, duly seconded and passed, the convention adjourned 
at twelve-thirty P. M.

An Act to Incorporate the North Carolina 


State Firemen’s Association 


Be it Enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Gen- 
eral Assembly Convened: 


Section 1. That C. D. Benbow, J. G. Fowler, H. J. Elam, A. T. 
Boyd, C. F. Thomas, J. R. Donnell, Charles Whittington and S. D. 
Wilson, of Greensboro; J. D. McNeill, of Fayetteville; J. T. Thack- 
ey © Wweith, 5.) A. Sink C. D.psnipes,, EF. H. Vogler, F. C. 
Meinung, of Winston-Salem; E. B. Englehard, T. W. Blake, F. H. 
Lumsden and F. Brannon, of Raleigh; H. E. Heartt, of Durham; 
J. B. Swinson, of Charlotte, and such other persons as are asso- 
ciated with them, and their successors be, and they hereby are con- 
stiuted a body politic and corporate by the name of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association, and may by that name sue 
and be sued and prosecute and defend suits in all courts in the 
State and may have and use a common seal, and alter the same 
at pleasure. May take contracts and be capable in law of pur- 
chasing, holding and conveyting any real or personal estate for the 
benefit of said Association or corporation, provided, the said cor- 
poration shall not any time hold real or personal state of greater 
amount than ten thousand ($10,000) dollars. 


Section 2. The purpose for which said Association is organ- 
ized is: The protection and promotion of the best interests of 
the firemen of North Carolina, the compilation of fire statistics, 
the collection of information concerning the practical workings of 
different systems of organizations, the examination and inquiries 
concerning the merits of the different kinds of apparatus in use 
and the improvements in the same, the cultivation of a fraternal 
fellowship between the different companies of the State. 


Section 8. Said Association or corporation shall have power to 
appoint officers, hold meetings, adopt Constitution and enact such 
By-Laws in such manner as their Constitution may prescribe, and 
make such rules and regulations as may be necessary to carry into 
effect the objects and aims of the Association; provided, that such 
Constitution and By-Laws, rules and regulations be not repugnant 
to the Constitution of the State and of the United States. 


Section 4. That this act shall be in force from and after its 
ratification. 
Ratified the 11th day of March, A. D., 1889.

PREAMBLE 


We, the members of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation, in order to form a more perfect organization, establish har- ° 
mony of action, insure prosperity and promote the best interests 
of the Firemen of North Carolina, and compile statistics of infor- 
mation concerning the practical working of various systems and 
the merits of the different apparatus in use for the extinguishing 
of fires, also the cultivation of fraternal fellowship between the 
several Fire Departments of the State do, here establish ‘the fol- 


lowing Constitution and By-Laws. 
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RULES OF ORDER 


1. The presiding officer shall preserve order and decorum; all 
questions of order shall be decided by him, subject to an appeal of 
the Association. 


2. Every member when he speaks shall rise, standing in his 
place, addressing the presiding officer, and shall omit personalities 
and confine himself to the questions under debate. 


38. When two or more members shall rise at once, the presid- 
ing officer shal: name the one who shall speak first. 


4, A member when called to order shall immediately sit down 
unless permitted to explain by the Chair. If there be no appeal, 
the decision shall be conclusive. 


5. Every delegate shall vote, unless excused by the Associa- 
tion, but no delegate shall vote on any question in which he shall 
have a direct individual or pecuniary interest, and the President 
shall only vote in case of a tie. 


6. The ayes and nays shall be taken and entered upon the 
minutes of the Association, if required by three delegates. 


7, All business not provided for in these By-Laws shall be 
transacted according to the parliamentary rules that govern delib- 
erate bodies. No less than the representative of five companies 
shall constitute a quorum.

FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND 


ARTICLE 1—STATE APPROPRIATIONS 


6056—Annual Appropriation 


The sum of two thousand five hundred dollars is hereby ap- 
propriated annually and shall constiute a “Firemen’s Relief Fund.” 


6057—Payment by State Treasurer. 

The treasurer of the state shall pay the amount constituting 
the firemen’s relief fund on the warrant of the auditor, one-fourth 
to the treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s 
Association, properly chartered by law, and three-fourths to the 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association. The 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation shall give bond, and the Association shall disburse the 
funds in the same manner and under the same rules as the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. 


6058—A pplication of Fund 


The money so paid into the hands of the treasurer of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association shall be known and remain 
as the “Firemen‘s Relief Fund” of North Carolina, and shall be 
used as a fund for the relief of firemen, members of such associa- 
tion, who may be injured or rendered sick by disease contracted in 
the actual discharge of duty as firemen, and for the relief of 
widows, children, and if there be no widow or children, then de- 
pendent mothers of such firemen killed or dying from disease so 
contracted in such discharge of duty; to be paid in such manner 
and in such sums to such individuals of the classes herein named 
and described as may be provided for and determined upon in ac- 
cordance with the constitution and by-laws of said association, and 
such provisions and determinations made pursuant to said consti- 
tution and by-laws shall be final and conclusive as to the persons 
entitled to benefits and as to the amount of benefit to be received, 
and no action at law shall be maintained against said Association 
to enforce any claim or recover any benefit under this article or 
under the constitution and by-laws of said Association; but if any 
officer or commitee of said Association omit or refuse to perform 
any duty imposed upon him or them, nothing herein contained shall 
be construed to prevent any proceedings against said officer or 
committee, to compel him or them to perform such duty. No 
fireman shall be entitled to receive any benefit under this section 
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until the Firemen’s Relief Fund of this city or town shall have been 
exhausted. 


6059—Treasurer to File Report and Give Bond 


The Treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Associa- 
tion shall make a detailed report to the state treasurer of the year- 
ly expenditures of the appropriation under this chapter on or be- 
fore the end of the fiscal year, showing the total amount of money 
in his hands at the time of the filing of the report, and shall give 
a bond to the State of North Carolina with good and sufficient 
sureties to the satisfaction of the treasurer of the State of North 
Carolina in a sum not less than the amount of money on hand 
as shown by said report. 


6060—Who Shall Participate in the Fund 
The line of duty entitling one to participate in the fund shall 
be so construed as to mean actual fire duty only, and any actual 
duty connected with the fire department when directed to perform | 
the same by an officer in charge. 


6061—Who May Become Members 

Any organized Fire Company in North Carolina, holding itself 
ready for duty may, upon compliance with the requirements of said 
constitution and by-laws become a member of the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association, and any firemen of good moral char- 
acter in North Carolina, and belonging to an organized fire com- 
pany who will comply with the requirements of the constitution 
and by-laws of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association 
may become a member of said association. 

6062—Applied to Members of Regular’Fire Company 

The provisions of this chapter shall apply to any fireman who 
is a member of a regularly organized fire company, and is a mem- 
ber in good standing of the North Carolina State Fremen’s Asso- 
ciation. 


ARTICLE 2—FUND DERIVED FROM FIRE INSURANCE 
COMPANIES 


6063—Fire Insurance Companies to Report Premiums Collected. 

Every fire insurance company, corporation or association 
doing business in any town or city in North Carolina that 
has, or may hereafter have, a regularly organized fire de- 
partment under the control of the mayor and city council or other 
governing body of said town or city, and which has in serviceable 
condition for fire duty apparatus and equipment amounting in 
yalue to one thousand dollars or more and which enforces the fire 
laws to the satisfaction of the insurance commissioner shall return 
to the insurance commissioner of the state of North Carolina a

just and true account of all premiums collected and received from 
all fire insurance business done within the corporate limits of 


such towns and cities during year ending December thirty-first, or 
such portion thereof as they may have transacted such business 
in such towns and cities. Such companies, corporations, or as- 
sociations shall make said returns within sixty days from and af- 
ter the thirty-first day of December of each year. 


6064—-Tax on Receipts For Premiums 


Every fire insurance company, corporation or association as 
aforesaid shall, within seventy-five days from December thirty- 
first of each year, deliver and pay to the state insurance commis- 
sioner the sum of fifty cents out of and from every one hundred 
dollars, and at that rate, upon the amount of ail premiums written 
on fire and lightning policies covering property situated within 
the corporated limits of such towns and cities during the year 
ending December thirty-first in each year, or for sucn portion of 
each year as said company, corporation, or association shall have 

‘done business in said towns and cities. 
6065—Insurance Commissioner to Investigate Returns and Collect 


Tax 

Every such company, corporation, or association shall make 
accurate returns of all business done, both on fire and lightning 
insurance, covering property situated within the limits of such 
towns and cities; and in case any fraud, misrepresentation, or mis- 
take of any returns, as provided for in this article, be apparent, 
it shall be the duty of the insurance commissioner to investigate 
such returns and collect the amount which he shall find to be 
dues 

6066—Penalty For Failure to Pay Tax 


Every fire insurance company, association, or corporation 
aforesaid which shall knowingly or wilfully fail or neglect to re- 
port or pay over any of the money due on premiums as afore- 
said, at the times and in the manner specified in this article, or 
shall be found upon examination to have made a false return of 
businesss done by them, shall for each offense forfeit and pay the 
sum of three hundred dollars for the use and benefit of the fire 
department of such town or city, to be recovered in a civil action 
in the name of the town or city. 


6067—Insurance Commissioner to Pay Fund to Treasurer 


The insurance commissioner shall deduct the sum of five per 
cent from the money so collected from the insurance companies, 
corporations, or associations, as aforesaid, and pay the same over 
to the treasurer of the State Firemen’s Association for general 
purposes and the remainder of the money so collected from the 
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insurance companies, corporations, or associations, as aforesaid, 
doing business in the several towns and cities in the state having, 
or that may hereafter have organized fire department as provided 
in this article, said insurance commissioner shall pay to the treas- 
urer of each town or city to be held by him as a separate and dis- 
tinct fund, and he shall immediately pay the same to the treasurer 
of the local board of trustees upon his election and qualification, 
for the use of the board of trustees of the firemen’s local relief 
fund in each town or city, composed of five members, residents of 
said city or town as hereinafter provided for, to be used by them 
for the purpose as named in section 6069. 


6068—Trustees Appointed; Organization 


In each town or city complying with and deriving benefits from 
the provisions of this article there shall be appointed annually in 
January, a local board of trustees, known as the trustees of the 
firemen’s relief fund, to be composed of five members, two of 
whom shall be named by the members of the local fire department, 
two by the mayor and board of aldermen or other local governing 
body, the remaining member by the State insurance commissioner, 
all to hold office for two years or until their successors are ap- 
pointed, and to serve without pay for their service. They shall 
immediately after appointment organize by electing from their 
members a chairman and a secretary and treasurer, which two last 
positions may be held by the same person. The treasurer of said 
board of trustees shall give a good and sufficient bond in a sum 
equal to the amount of moneys in his hands, to be approved by the 
insurance commissioner, for the faithful and proper discharge of 
the duties of his office. 


6069—Disbursement of Fund By Trustees 


The board of trustees shall have entire control of the funds 
derived from the provisions of this article, and shall disburse the 
funds only for the following purposes: 

1. To safeguard any fireman in active service from financial 
loss occasioned by sickness contracted or injury received while in 
the performance of his duties as a fireman. 

2. To provide a reasonable support for those actually de- 
pendent upon the services of any fireman who may lose his life in 
the fire service of his town, city or state, either by accident or 
from disease contracted or injury received by reason of such ser- 
vice. The amount is to be determined according to the earning 
capacity of the deceased. 

3. To safeguard any fireman who has honorably served for a 
period of five years in the fire service of this city or town from 


+ 


ever becoming an inmate of any almshouse or actually dependent 
upon charity. 
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4. To provide for the payment of any fireman’s assessment 
in the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund of the State of North 
Carolina, if the board of trustees find as a fact that said fireman 
is unable to pay the said assessment by reason of disability. 
6070—Trustees to Keep Account and File Report; Effect of Failure 

The board of trustees shall keep a correct account of all 
moneys received and disbursed by them, and shall at the annual 
meeting of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association render 
an itemized statement of the same, for publication in the annual 
report, a copy of which report shall be made annually to the state 
insurance commissioner; and in case any board of trustees in any 
of the towns and cities benefitted by this article shall neglect or 
fail to perform their duties, or shall willfully misappropriate the 
funds entrusted to their care, or shall neglect or fail to report at 
the annual meeting at the state association, then the insurance 
commissioner shall withhold any and all further payments to said 
board of trustees, or their successors, until the matter has been 
fully investigated by an official of the State Firemen’s Associa- 
tion, and adjusted to the satisfaction of the state insurance com- 
missioner. Should such payments be unadjusted for a period of 
fifteen months from the time when such payments would other- 
wise have been made then the insurance commissioner shall pay 
over the said amount to the treasurer of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association and shall constitute a part of the firemen’s 
relief fund. 


6071—Municipa!] Clerk to Certify List of Fire Companies; Effect 
of Failure 
The clerk of any city, town or village or other municipal cor- 
poration having an organized fire department shall, on or before 
the 31st day of October in each year, make and file with the in- 
surance commissioner his certificate, stating the existence of such 
department, the number of steam, hand or other engines, hook and 
ladder trucks and hose carts in actual use, the number of organ- 
ized companies, and the system of water supply in use for such 
departments, together with such other facts as the insurance com- 
missioner may require, on a blank to be furnished by him. If the 
certificate required by this section is not filed with the insurance 
commissioner on or before October thirty-first in any year, the 
city, town or village so failing to file such certificate shall forfeit 
the payment next due to be paid to said board of trustees, and the 
insurance commissioner shall pay over said amount to the treas- 
urer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and same 
shall constitute a part of the firemen’s relief fund. 


6072—-Fire Departments To Be Members of State Association And 
Send Delegate To Meeting 


For the purpose of supervision and as guaranty that the pro- 
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visions of this article shall be honestly administered in a business 
like manner, it is provided that every department enjoying the 
benefits of this law shall be a member of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association, send at least one accredited delegate to the 
annual meeting of said association and comply with its constitu- 
tion and by-laws. If the fire department of any city, town or vil- 
lage shall fail to send at least one delegate to the annual meeting 
of the State Firemen’s Association and otherwise fails to comply 
with the constitution and by-laws of said Association said city, 
town or village shall forfeit its right to the next annual payment 
due from the funds mentioned in this article, and the insurance 
commissioner shall pay over said amount to the treasurer of the 
North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and same shall con- 
stitute a part of the firemen’s relief fund: Provided, however, that 
the failure of any department to have a delegate or representative 
present at the annual meeting of the association shall not have 
such effect if in the opinion of a majority of the Executive Com- 
mittee of said association such delegate or representative had a 
valid excuse for his failure so to attend. 


6073—No Discrimination on Account of Color 
Inasmuch as there are in a number of towns and cities of this 

state fire companies composed exclusively of colored men, it is ex- 
pressly provided that the local board of trustees shall make no 
discrimination on account of color in the payment of benefits. The 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association shall 
pay to the treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Fire- 
men’s Association one-sixth of the funds arising from the five per 
cent. paid him by the insurance commissioner each year, to be used 
by said North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s Association for 
general purposes. 

Section 2. That all laws and clauses of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. That this act shall be in force and effect from and 
after its ratification. 

In the General Assembly, read three times and ratified, this 
21st day of February, 1925. 


AN ACT TO AMEND SECTION 6063 OF THE CONSOLIDATED 
STATUTES RELATING TO THE FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND. 


The General Assembly of North Carolina do enact: 

Section 1. That section six thousand sixty-three of the 
Consolidated Statutes be amerided by striking out the word 
“incorporated” in line two (2) thereof, after the word “any” and 
before the word “town”. 

; Section 2. That this act be in force and effect from a and 


after its ratification. 
Section 3. Ratified this the 19th day of March, A. D. 1929. 
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CONSTITUTION 


Article I 


Section 1. This organization shall be known as the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. 


Article II 
Section 1. The officers of this Association shall consist of a 
President, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer and Statistician, 
and they shall constitute the Executive Committee and will hold 
their respective offices for one year, or until their successors shall 
be elected and qualified. Each officer of the Association shall 
have one vote on all questions coming before the Association: 
Article III 


Section 1. The members of the Association shall consist of the 
several Chiefs and Assistant Chiefs of the Fire Departments, Fire 
Marshals, Superintendents of Fire Alarm, Superintendents of 
Waterworks, Buildings and Electric Inspectors, and each regular 
organized Fire Company in the several Fire Departments of the 
State; said persons and companies complying with the provisions 
of the Constitution and By-Laws of this Association, and all in- 
vidual members of such fire companies, who comply with the pro- 
visions of the Constitution and By-Laws of this Association, shall, 
also, by virtue of their membership of such companies, be members 
of this Association for the purpose of participating in the benefits 
of this Association, and the funds disbursed by it, so long as said 
company remains a member of the Association, and no longer. 
But should any member fail to pay his per capita tax, when called 
for, and in accordance with the By-Laws of the Association he 
shall be debarred from the privileges of this Association. 


Section 2. Any member injured or made sick by disease con- 
tracted in the actual discharge of his duty as a Fireman, shall 
be entitled to the benefits from the “Firemen’s Relief Fund” of 
this Association, as set forth and contained in the By-Laws of 
said Association; and should death result from such injury or 
sickness the widow, if any, of such deceased fireman shall receive 
such an amount and for such purposes as is set forth and con- 
tained in the By-Laws of this Association, and in case there is 
no widow, then the compaxy of which such deceased fireman was 
a member shall receive such an amount and for such purposes 
as is set forth and contained in the By-Laws of this Association. 


Section 38. Every person or company eligible and desiring to 
become a member of this Association shall make application to 
the Secretary, and at the same time pay to him the prescribed 
membership fee, and thereupon, if such applicant or company be 
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eligible he or such company shall become a member of this Asso- 
ciation. 


Section 4. All companies represented in this Association must 
be in full accord and in good standing in the Fire Department of 
the city, town or village where they are located, and if at any 


time they are not so, they shall forfeit all rights to membership 
in this Association, and companies that do not affiliate with the 
fire department of the city, town or village where they are located 
shall not be entitled to membership in this Association. 


Article IV 
Section 1. The annual meetings of the Association shall be 
held at such place as the Association shall select, if said Associa- 
tion selects such place, and if not, then the Executive Committee 
shall select the time of holding all annual meetings of the Asso- 
ciation. 


Section 2. A failure to hold any annual meeting at the time 
designated in the Constitution shall in no wise make a dissolution 
of the Association. 


Section 3. The Executive Committee shall meet at such time 
and place as they may decide, on a call of the President or a 
majority of said Committee. 


Article V 
Section 1. If any vacancy shall occur by reason of death, 
resignation or otherwise of any of the officers of this Association, 
such vacancy shall be filled by the Executive Committee for the 
unexpired term for which said officer was elected. 


Article VI 
Section 1. This Association shall have the power to alter, 
amend, repeal or revise this Constitution and the By-Laws by a 
two-thirds vote of the members of the Association present entitled 
to vote; provided the proposed amendment shall have been sub- 
mitted in writing at a previous meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 


Section 5. Every fire company in the State, which is a mem- 
ber of the Association, shall on or before the first day of August 
in each year, elect two delegates, and also two alternates, to serve 
for the ensuing year, with the Chief and Assistant Chief of the 
various departments at large, who are entitled to one vote each, or 
two for the company. In the absence of one of the delegates so 
elected, the other member or delegate may cast two votes for the 
company. They shall be beneficiary members of the Association, 
and shall show on the beneficiary roll. 
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By-Laws 


DUTIES OF OFFICERS 


Article I 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the President to preside 
over the meetings of the Association and to counter-sign all orders, 
warrants or vouchers duly granted by the Association, Executive 
Committee or other officer of the Association. He shall receive 
$250.00 compensation as annual salary, to be paid quarterly by 
warrant on the Treasurer issued by the Secretary and counter- 
signed by the President. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Vice-President to per- 
form all the duties of the President in his absence. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep a com- 
plete record of all the proceedings of the Association; to receive 
and answer all communications pertaining to the Association; to 
keep a roster of the names of the different companies composing 
the Association and the individual members thereof; to collect the 
membership fee and the per capita tax, and to pay the same over 
to the Treasurer, taking his receipt therefor; and to issue all 
warrants and vouchers for the payment of all moneys expended 
by the Association or any o*‘icer thereof. He shall execute a 
bond in the sum of One Thousand Dollars to this Association for 
security of all funds in his hands to be approved by and filed 
with the President. All property, books and records in the hands 
of the Secretary, are and shall remain the property of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. He shall receive $600.00 
compensation as annual salary, to be paid quarterly by warrant 
on Treasurer, issued by the Secretary and counter-signed by the 
President. : 


Section 4. The Treasurer shall receive all moneys collected 
by the Secretary and give a receipt to him for the same; to collect 
and receive annually from the State Treasurer the amount appro- 
priated by the Legislature for the Firemen’s Relief Fund; to col- 
fect and receive from the Insurance Commissioner the five per cent 
of the money collected from the Insurance Companies as prescribed 
by law in Section 6067 of the Consolidated Statutes of North Caro- 
lina. He shall disburse no moneys except on order issued by the 
Secretary and counter-signed by the President. At the annual 
meetings of the Association he shall make a full report of all the 
moneys received and disbursed by him. He shall execute a bond 
to the State of North Carolina as prescribed by law, which bond 
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shall be approved by and filed with the Treasurer of the State of 
North Carolina, and shall make a detailed report of the said Treas- 
urer of the State of North Carolina of the yearly expenditures of 
the Firemen’s Relief Fund. He shall, also, execute a bond in 
the sum of Seven Thousand Five Hundred Dollars to this Associa- 
tion for the security of the General Fund, to be approved by the 
President and filed with the Secretary of this Association. All 
property, books and records in the hands of the Treasurer are, and 
shall remain the property of the North Carolina State Firemen’s 
Association. He shall receive $200.00 compensation as annual 
salary, to be paid quarterly by warrant on the Treasurer issued 
by the Secretary and counter-signed by the President. 


Section 5. It shall be the duty of the Statistician to correctly 
compile the statistics of each village and city in the State of all 
matters pertaining to the fire service, annually correcting the 
previous reports, which shall include everything of interest to our 
firemen, and to be so arranged as to be comprehensive in every 
detail. The expenses of all printing, printed matter and postage 
necessary in sending for and receiving such information shall be 
paid by the Association. He shall receive $75.00 compensation as 
annual salary, to be paid annually by warrant on the Treasurer 
issued by the Secretary and counter-signed by the President. 


Section 6. It shall be the duty of the Executive Committee to 
have published the proceedings of the Association; to transact 
all business of the Association during the times intervening be- 
tween the annual meetings of said Association; to advise the 
Treasurer in the management of all funds of the Association. At 
all meetings of the Executive Committee a majority of the com- 
mittee shall constitute a quorum, and a majority of such quorum 
may determine all questions and transact all business the same as 
if all the said committee were present. 

Section 7. The expenses of the President when absent from 
home upon business of the Association, and while attending the 
annual meetings and special meetings of the Association, to be 
incurred at his discretion, shall be paid upon warrant issued by 
the Secretary and counter-signed by the President, and the ex- 
penses of the other officers of the Association when absent from 
home upon business of the Association, and while attending the 
annual meetings and special meetings of said Association shall 
likewise be paid upon warrant issued by the Secretary and counter- 
signe’ by the President. 

Section 8. All moneys expended under this Article shall be 
paid out the General Fund of this Association, and not from the 
Firemen’s Relief Fund. Provided, that the salary of the Treasur- 
er and printing of the minutes each year may be paid out of the 
Firemen’s Relief Fund. 
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MEMBERSHIP 
Article II 


Section 1. Each fire company shall pay a membership fee of 
Five Dollars, and each Fire Chief, Assistant Chief, Fire Marshal, 
Superintendent of Fire Alarm, Superintendent of Waterworks, 
Building and Electric Inspectors, shall pay an annual fee of One 
Dollar, and all other members an annual fee of Fifty Cents each. 

Section 2. The annual fees above mentioned shall be paid on, 
or before the first day of January of each and every year, in ad- 
vance for the insuing year. And all members who fail to comply 
with this provision shall, thereon and by reason of such failure, 
cease to be members of this Association, and cannot again become 
members of this Association except by new application, made in 
regular form, and paying the prescribed fee for membership. 

Section 8. Any individual or company, members of this Asso- 
ciation who, at any time fail to act in a gentlemanly manner, may 
upon charges brought before the Association be expelled from said 
Association by a majority vote of the membershirp. 


Section 4. Any Honorary Fireman may, upon the payment of 
the annual fees, become a member of the Association, with all 
rights and privileges of any other member, except such Honorary 
Firemen shall not participate in the Firemen’s Relief Fund. 


SICK AND DEATH BENEFITS 
Article II 


Section 1. Any member of this Association injured or made 
sick by disease contracted in the actual discharge of his duties as 
a fireman shall be entitled to the benefits from the Firemen’s Re- 
lief Fund” of this Association, as follows: At the rate of $4.00 
per day while totally unable to attend to his ordinary business by 
reason of such injury or sickness for a period not exceeding one 
hundred days; but the Executive Committee may extend such 
benefits for good cause shown to the next annual meeting of the 
Association next after the expiration of the said period of one 
hundred days, and the Association at said annual meeting will, 
at its pleasure, determine the time for which such benefits may be 
received; and in case of death for such injury or sickness, this 
Association shall pay to the widow of the deceased $300.00 for 
funeral expenses, and should the deceased have no widow, this 
amount shall be paid to the Treasurer of the Company of which 
the deceased was a member to be used by said Company to defray 
his funeral expenses. Provided that no fireman shall be entitled 
to receive any benefits under this section until the local Fireman’s 
Relief Fund of his city or town shall have been exhausted. 

Section 2. The Chief or Acting Chief shall certify before a 
Magistrate, Notary Public or other officer authorized to administer 
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oaths on blank form published by the Secretary of this Association, 
accompanied by a certificate of the attending physician, said 
certificate to be made on a blank furnished by the Secretary of 
this Association. 


Section 3. Applications for benefits shall be made to the Sec- 
retary in compliance with the form to be furnished by the Sec- 
retary for that purpose, and shall be made within thirty days 
after receiving the injury or contracting the disease complained 
of; but said time for making said application may be extended by 
the Executive Committee for good cause shown. 


Section 4. The action of this Association upon all questions 
that may arise as to granting or refusing relief and benefits, both 
as to the amount thereof and the person claiming, and upon all 
questions relating to the right or claim of membership, shall be 
final and conclusive, and the action of the Executive Committee 
upon said questions shall in like manner be final and conclusive 
until the same be changed by the Association at its annual meet- 
ings. 
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RULES GOVERNING HosE COMPANIES 


HAND REEL CONTEST 
Two To Enter 


Sixteen men and a foreman allowed. 

Reel to carry not less than 148 feet of standard two and one- 
half inch hose to be connected on the start as when ready for duty 
to fires (three full threads) to run 100 yards, unreel not les than 
98 feet of hose, attach same to plug, screw pipe to hose (any size 
nozzle), throw water in quickets time. Water to show opposite 
or beyond the hyrant, or company shall be ruled out. The plug 
must be closed at the time of the company starting on the run, 
and shall be opened by the wrenchman. No straps or snap coup- 
lings allowed. 

No company shall be allowed to assist another. In the run 
each company is required to furnish a roll of its members to the 
Secretary of the Association on the morning after the first day, 
as early as possible. Fifteen minutes will be allowed. Each com- 
pany failing to start within that time shall be ruled out. Two 
entries required. No one allowed inside the ropes except the com- 
pany making the run. The company making the best time wins 
the first prize. No company allowed to enter more than one 
team. 

GRAB RACE CONTEST 


Company to run 50 yards, grab reel and run 50 yards to plug, 
unreel not less than 48 feet of hose, attach same to plug and throw 
water—drag rope to be put up or down (optional with company) 
Plug must be closed when company starts to run same as Reel Con- 
tests. Couplings to be broken opposite or beyond plug. Should 
butt or nozzle blow off, company be ruled out. 


HORSE REEL RACE 
Two To Enter 


Companies allowed the use of any four-wheeled Hose Carriage 
or Wagon, either one or two-horse, to carry not less than 250 feet 
standard two and one-half inch natural unstretched hose. Carriage 
or Wagon to be weighed; weight for one horse not less than 1,000 
pounds, exclusive of driver and men; the driver, buttman and 
coupling breaker shall ride on Carriage or Wagon, horse or horses 
to be hitched to hose Carriage and Wagon and to be given a moving 
start of 50 yards behind the actual starting line. The starting 
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to be so located as to be a 200-yard run for horse to hydrant, 
where company is to unreel. Time to be taken when front wheels 
of wagon pass over the starting line until water shows, unreel not 
less than 250 feet of hose, breaking couplings and attach pipe and 
show water. Water must show within 50 of the 250-foot line; 
hose to be reeled on carriage or placed on wagon, connected with 
three full threads. The plug must be closed at the time of the 
company starting and cannot be opened until hose is first started 
to be unreeled. Companies allowed five men in addition to those 
who ride, and can be placed in such positions as desired. Time 
taken from the first signal until water shows. If butt, or pipe 
blows off company shall be ruled out and hose must be let go be- 
fore pressure is taken off. Where ballast is used the certificate 
must show the kind of ballast and weight of same. 


OTHER EVENTS 


One Hundred Yard Foot Race 


Men to run 100 yards. Two men to be selected by the captain 
of each company. The one making the best time wins the prize. 


General Rules. 


All contestants will be required to take part in the parade, un- 
less excused for satisfactory reasons, same to be made in writing. 


In no case will a second trial be allowed. 
Each company’s run will be decided by lot. 
Captains will select all judges on the morning of the contest. 


All competing companies must furnish the judges with weight of 
apparatus—to be weighed on city scales. 


Companies wishing couplings—city Standard, eight threads to 
the inch—will be furnished with the same on application to the 
Chief of Fire Department. 


Hose will be furnished on the day of contest, if desired. 


No person will be allowed to enter any of the contests unless he 
is a bona fide member of the company with which he enters. 


N. B.—Judges must be governed by the rules, as no changes 
will be allowed under any circumstances. 
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Rules Governing Motor Contest at Fay- 


etteville Convention and Tourna- 


ment 1920. 


Rule 1. Contest shall be to test the efficiency of the men, and 
not for speed of truck. 


Rule 2. Team shall consist of not more than 8 men, one of 
whom shall be captain. Team to be sub-divided into 2 sub-teams, 
one for Hose contest and one for the Chemical contest. The 
Hose team to consist of 1 wrenchman, 1 buttman, 1 slack-puller, 1 
coupling-breaker and 1 nozzleman. The Chemical team to consist 
of 2 laddermen and one climber—three men; total eight men. 


Rule 8. Truck shall be furnished by the city where Tourna- 
ment is to be held. Same truck to be used by all teams alike. A 
competent chauffer to be furnished by the city, to drive for all 
alike. He shall be sworn to give as near as is humanly possible the 
same start, the same speed and same finish to all teanis alike. 


Rule 4. Truck to start from a standstill with men on truck, 
from a point not less than 200 yards from hydrant; to run with 
fair speed to all, breaking string that sounds starting gong going 
at hydrant, 100 feet from hydrant and pass hydrant and come to 
a full stop opposite the ladder-shed, which shall be erected on the 
opposite side of the street, 100 feet beyond the hydrant. (Hydrant 
to be on left, ladder-shed to be on right. 


Rule 5. Men to jump from truck, remove cap, connect hose to 
hydrant lay two sections of hose, break coupling, attach nozzle and 
show water at nozzle. The Chemical men to unship ladder, place 
same against ladder shed; the climber to mount same and touch 
bell on ladder-shed with his chemical nozzle. Bell to be erected 
on ladder-shed 14 feet from pavement to the center of bell. Ladder 
to be standard twelve foot truck ladder. 


Rule 6. There shall be two sets of timers, one for the Hose 
contest, and one for the Chemical contest. Hose contest shall be 
WET, the chemical contest to be DRY. Time shall be taken by 
both sets of timers at the sound of the starting gong—until water 
shows at nozzle for the Hoseman, and from the touch of the 
chemical nozzle at top round of ladder-shed by the Chemical men. 
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Rule 7. In the Water Contest, coupling must be broken and 


water shown, opposite or beyond hydrant; hose must be laid in 
truck, same as for fire service; second coupling (the one to be 
broken) to be on three full threads and placed in truck, beyond 
the reach of the coupling breaker, until hose is commenced to be 
laid; buttman and slack-puller allowed not more than fifteen feet 
of slack to jump with; cap on hydrant to be three full threads. 


Rule 8. The time of the Hose service and the Chemical ser- 
vice to be kept separate. Separate prizes to be given to the win- 
ners in each contest. 


Rule 9. A neutral judge who is not in anyway connected with 
the team making the run, to ride on truck and report any infrac- 
tion of the above rules. 


Rule 10. No one except members of team starting with truck 
allowed to assist in any particular.

North Carolina Insurance Law, and the several acts and supple- 
ments amendatory thereof. 


1. The name of the corporation is The Firemen’s Fraternal In- 
surance Fund of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association.

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3. The location of the principal or head office shall be in the 
city of Concord, County of Cabarrus, State of North Carolina, but 
the same may be moved by said corporation or its board of direc- 
tors to any other city or town in said State. 


4. The objects for which this corporation is formed is to es- 
tablish and carry on a fraternal benefit fund for the purpose of 
making provision for the payment of a benefit in case of death of 
its members as result of disease, accident, or old age, and is or- 
ganized for the sole benefit of its members and their beneficiaries 
and designated in the insurance law as Fraterna! Orders. 


5. Said corporation may make by laws for its government,

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CONSTITUTION AND By-Laws 


OF THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF 
THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION 


Name and Object 


Article 1. The name of this Association, which is organized 
by voluntary agreement of its members and under resolutions duly 
adopted by the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, shall 
be known as ‘‘Fiermen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund of the State of 
North Carolina.” 


Article 2. The objects of said Association shall be to cement 
more firmly the bonds of fraternity and friendship now existing 
between the members of THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION. 


Article 3. The Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund shall be 
created and maintained by assessment made upon its members, 
which shall become due and payable as provided in the By-Laws 
of the Association. 

Government 


Article 1. The Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund shall be 
under the general control and supervision and management of the 
Executive Committee of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation. ; 


Article 2. The Executive Committee shall make a report at 
each and every Annual Meeting of the North Carolina State Fire- 
men’s Association at its first business session. 


By-Laws and Regulations 
The officers of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund shall 
be the Executive officers of the North Carolina State Firemen’s 


Association. 
Membership 


Section 1. Any active member in good standing with the 


North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and any honorary mem- 
ber who has already served five years as an active fireman in a 
company having representation in the State Firemen’s Association 
and who has for the past five years been in good standing with the 
North Carolina State Firemen’s Association shall be eligible for 
membership in the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund. 


Sub.-Sec. 2. The application of any person presented to the 
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Secretary of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund for member- 
ship as an honorary member shall be accompanied by a sworn 
statement, sworn to and subscribed before a Notary Public by the 
three ranking officials of the Department or organization to which 
applicant has belonged to, or affiliated with, stating that such 
applicant has been an active member of an organized Fire Depart- 
ment in the State of North Carolina and is in good standing in 
the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and has been for 
the period of FIVE years immediately preceeding the presenta- 
tion of his application. 


Sub.-Sec. 8. No application presented for membership either 
active or honorary shall be accepted by the Secretary of the Fire- 
men’s Fraternal Insurance Fund if the age of the applicant is in 
excess of 50 years. 


2. Any mesyber whose name shall have been dropped from the 
Roll of Members tor non-payment of assessments may be resinstat- 
ed in his membership upon application, and upon showing, by 
medical certificate, that he is in good health at the time and upon 
paying to the Secretary the sum of $2.20 together with 12 past due 
assessments: Provided, nowever, that no member so in default 
shall be allowed more tnan one application for re-instatement. 


Beneficiaries and Certificates 


3. <A Certificate of Membership shall be issued to each mem- 
ber of THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF 
THE STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, signed by the President 
and Secretary, which certificate, among other things, shall set forth 
the name, age, place of residence of the member, and also the 
name, age, place of residence and relationship of the Beneficiary 
named and designated by the member at the time of his applica- 
tion. 


4, The Beneficiary shall be named and designated by the mem- 
ber at the time of his application for membership, and shall be a 
near relative of the applicant. Provided; that in exceptional cases; 
and with the consent of the Executive Committee, the applicant 
may designiate his estate as beneficiary. 


5. The designated Beneficiary may be changed at the pleasure 
of the member upon surrender of his Certificate of Membership 
upon the payment of a fee of $1.00, and thereupon a new Certificate 
of Membership, with the name of the new beneficiary therein 
stated, shall be issued to him. Upon surrender of any Certificate, 
the President and Secretary shall cancel the same. | 

6. In case the certificate of Membership shall be lost or de- 
stroyed, and a member desires to procure a new Certificate of 
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Membership or desires to change the beneficiary designated therein, 
he shall have the resignated beneficiary, if living, join in the appli- 
cation for a new certificate, or for change of the Beneficiary; Pro- 
vided, that in case the designated beneficiary be dead, proof of 
such fact must accompany the application for a new certificate, 
or for change of the beneficiary. 


7. In case the designated beneficiary shall pre-decease the 
member, and the member shall die without having designated a 
new beneficiary, then, and in that event, the amount payable un- 
der the Certificate of Membership shall be payable to the heirs 
at law or legatees of such deceased member, according to the laws 
of the State of which the deceased member was a citizen at the 
time of his death. 

Payment of Beneficiary Fund 


Upon receiving satisfactory notice of the death of a member of 
THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF THE 
STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, the President and Treasurer 
shall immediately forward to the beneficiary designated in the 
Certificate of Membership, if living, or to the heirs at law or 
legatees of such deceased member, if known, and the designated 
beneficiary be dead, a check for a sum of not less than Two Hun- 
dred and Fifty Dollars if so much be in the Treasury at the time, 
and as soon hereafter as practicable, not exceeding sixty days, 
the balance collected upon the assessment made on account of the 
death of such deceased member: Provided, that no amount great- 
er than One Thousand Dollars of the sum collected upon the as- 
sessment made for the death of any deceased member shall be 
paid to the designated beneficiary, if living, or to the heirs at law 
or legatees of the deceased member, if the resignated beneficiary 
be dead at the time of the levy and collection of such assessment, 
Provided, further that One Dollar from every assessment in excess 
of One Thousand Dollars collected from members shall go to es- 
tablish a surplus fund. 


Assessment and Beneficiary Fund 
1. Each member of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation becoming a member of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance 
Fund of the State of North Carolina shall pay in advance to the 
Secretary, the sum of $2.20 which shall constitute the first two 
assessments. 


2. Upon the death of any member of the Association, there 
shall be levied upon each member an assessment of $1.10, and 
there shall be levied as many assessments as there shall be deaths 
of members, to the end that the primary fund arising from the 


first two assessments shall be maintained intact as nearly as pos- 
sible. 
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3. All assessments shall be levied by the Secretary, notice of 
which shall be promptly given to each member, and shall be pay- 
able to said President and Secretary within thirty days after the 
same shall have been made. 


4, Any member who shall fail to pay the assessment levied, 
and being in default in payment thereof for thirty days after 
notice of such assessment, shall cease to be a member of THE 


FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF THE 


STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, and shall forfeit all interest 
therein, unless reinstated as herein provided. 


5. The sum arising from assessments shall be apportioned and 
applied as follows: Ten (10c) cents to each assessment shall be 
applied to the account of salary and expenses of one ($1.00) Dol- 
lar thereof, not to exceed One Thousand Dollars, as heretofore 
provided, to the beneficiary of the member for whose death the 
assessment may be levied. 


6. Upon payment of the full amount collected upon an assess- 
ment on account of the death of any member of the Fund, the 
President and Secretary shall cancel the certificate of membership 
of such deceased member. 

. Amendments 


These By-Laws and Regulations may be repealed, amended or 
added te by vote of two-thirds of the Executive Committee at any 
regular meeting, or at a meeting called for that purpose, same 


to be subject to approval of the NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION at its next regular meeting. 


Application blanks and Forms of Certificate of Membership 
were offered for inspection and the question of the exact forms 
left open for future action. 


Upon motion of Capt. McNeil the election of a board of direc- 
tors resulted as follows: James H. Wood, John L. Foister, Charles 
Schnibben, R. E. Currier and John L. Miller, the same persons as 
now constitute the Executive Committee of the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association. The work of the incorporators hav- 
ing been completed, the meeting was adjourned.
